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fhalr perceive. and (ec the ſecret works of Na. 


ture; how aptly and neceſſarily ſhe hath com- 


nded and knit each member with other, gi- 


ving unto the Hand (as unto a Table) certain 


ſignes and tokens whereby to diſcern and know 
the inward motions and affections of the Minde 


and Heart, with the inward {tate of the Whole! 
Body: as alſo, our inclination and aptneſs to all 
our external actions and doings, For what! 


more profitable thing may be ſuppoſed or 


thought, then when a man, in himlelf , may 


ferclee and know his proper and fatal acci- 


dents; and thereby to embrace and follow 


that which is good „and to avoid and elchey 


the evils which are imminent unto him, for the * 
better underſtanding and knowledge thereof?! 
And foralmuch as the Chyromancie unco |

ſome peradventure may feem obſcure and 
dark, we have annexed hereunto an Epilogue , 


or brief Collection of the Art of Phyſiognomy, 


and circumſt inces upon the Faces of the Signs, 
with certain Canons or Rules, as well for the 
knowledge, as alſo for the curing and helping 1 
of diſeaſes; very neceſſary and profitable. Then 
orderly coming unto Aſtrologie, we have de- 


ſcribed untoyou, as well by the artificial Ho- 
roſcope, as alto by the natural entring of the 
Sun into any of the twelve celeſtial Genes , the

whole effect and power that any of the Planet: 
and erratical Stars may by any means work in 
us. Whereby, having recourſe firſt unto the 
Hand, and marking and noting ſuch ſignes and 
tokens as therein ſhall appear; then beholding 
the proportion and lineaments of the whole 
body, and according to the preſcript rules to 
weigh and conſider the equality and agreeable- 
nels between them, with like reſpect had unto 
the Nativity , judging either by the Artificial 
Horoſcope, or by the Natural courle of theSun: 
thou ſhalt not onely ſee and perceive a great 
neceſſity and affinity between our Terreſtrial 

and Celeſtial bodies, but alſo foreſee and know 
2 thouland accidents either good or evil provi- 


ded unto us, and hanging over our head. But 
leſt that any man ſhould think that hereby we 
attribute ſo much unto Natural Providence, as 
though it were inevitabie, and thereby ule it as 


a refuge or lanctuary for all their evil actions 


and doings : Unto ſuch we will object the An- 
{ver of Cxyſipp us, writing in this manner. Al- 
though ( faith he) that Nature hath provided 
all things from the beginning, and that by her 
providence all things are moved and ſtirred up 
by a certain neceſſary reaſon and motion; yet 
not vithſtanding. our diſpoſitions and minds are 
ao further ſubject or in danger theteof, then 
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cheir propriety and quality is concordant and 
agreeable unto the ſame. For if that by Nature 
our wits be firſt made wholſom and good, and 
after endued with Reaſon and underſtanding , 
either they do utterly put off and avoid all evil 
influences and accidents, or elſe receive and 
bear them the more eaſily, without hurt or 
damage. Tf contrariwile our diſpoſitions of 
themſelves be rude and groſs, not endued with 
any kinde of Letters or good learning to aſſiſt 
and help them withal, with every light conflict 
or aflauit of our natural inclination , we run 
headlong into all kinde of errors and vice. E ven 
following the enſample of the Cilinder Stone, 
which by Nature being apt to roul and tumble, 
and being caſt or thrown down into hollow or 
ſteep places, doth run without ceaſing not ſo 
much becauſe it is caſt or thrown, as for its 
own Nature and aptnels thereunto, and not 
having in it felt any thing to withftand the 
tame. The Author himſelf in like manner fore- 
ſeeing the cavillations of certain evil diſpoſed 
perſons which would make all things ſubject 
unto the influences of the heavenly Bodies; be- 
fore he entreth to ſpeak of the judgements of 
Nativities.writeth in this ſort: We ought (ſaith 
he) firſt to know and underſtand that theStars 
do not provoke or force us to any thing, but 
onely 


to the Reader. 
onely maketh us apt and prone: and being ſo 
diſpoſed, doth as it were allure and draw us 
or ward to our Natural inclination. In the 
which if we follow the rule of Rea ſon. taking 
it to be our onely guide or Goyernour ; the 
ole all their force, pawer, and effect, which 
they by any means may have in and upon us. 
Contrariwiſe, if we gwe our ſelves over to ſol- 
[ory our own ſenluality and Natural diſpoſition, 
they work even the ſame effect in us. that t 

do in bruit beaſts. And this ſhall he ſuſſicient 
at this time to anſwer the vain Objection of 
natural providence , whereby the fruit o, tkis 
Work might by any means ſeem to be conyer- 
ted into any vice or error, the which indeed of 
it ſelf is very neceſſary and profitable, What 
ſhould I need to ſtand with long circumſtances 
to deſcribe the particular commoditics of theſe 
brief Works annexed tcgether ; when that the 
labour is fo ſmall. that with once or twice dili- 
cent and attentive reading, the whole effect is 
known and undei ftood ? Norwithſtandins I 
would wiſh and deſire all men which ſhall read 
or take any fruit of this (mall Treatiſe, to ule 
ſuch moderation in peruſing of the ſame , that 
chey do not by and by take in hand to give 
Judgement. either of their own or other mens 
Eſtates or Nativities , without diligent circum- 


ſpection 
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ſpection and taking heed : weighing and con- 
ſidering how many ways a man may be decei- 


ved; as, by the providence and cilcretion of 
the man in whom thou giveſt judgement; allo, |

the dilpenſation of God, and our fallible and 
unc ei tain ſpeculation. 

Wherefore, let all men, in ſeeking hereby to 
i relce their own fortune, take heed, that by 
the promiſe of Good, they be not ſo elate or 
t1gh minded givirg themtelyes over toOtioſity 
or Idleneis truſting altogether to the natural in- 
ſluences; neither yet by any ſignes or tokens 
of Adverlity. to be cejected or caſt down ; but 
to take and weigh all things with ſuch equality 
and moderation directing their ſtate of life and 
living to all pe rfectnels and goodneſs, that 
they may be ready to embrace and follow all 
thot which is good and profitable; and alto 
not onely to eſchew and avc id, but to with. 
ſtand and ter at naught al}, evil and adverſe 
fortune, V henſoc ver :: my happen or chance 
urto tl em. 


The 
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Of the diſtinition of the Hand. 
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Ve Ancient G2ceks, whs (as 
it may appear by the long 
and old uſe of the wozd) did 
{ uſe this ſoꝛt and kinde of 
Divination which is gather - 


ceſſary and meet firſt of all to deſcribe the 
hand of man, and point out and let fo:th 
his parts; whereby ſuch rules and pꝛecopts 
as ſhall be given upon this:Hanual Divina⸗ 
tion, may the moꝛe eaſily be underſtod and 
known. The hand therefoze being extended 

92 
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oꝛ opened ab2cad , the plain within is call'd 
the alm, in the middeſt whereof there is a 
certain ſpace called the concave o2 hollow- 
neſs, cut of which the five fingers have 
their eziginal and beginning. Amongſt the 
which, the firſt being the ſtrongeſt and 
meſt greſs, 1s called the Thumb; the next 
is called the Index 62 Fcze-flager , becauſc 
in ſhewing c2 pointing to any thing, we do 
tommenlp uſe that finger; the next that 
kolloweth, and is in the middeſt of the five, 
is by the lame nane called the Middle fin- 
* gcr: nert after this, is the Ning⸗finger; ſo 
called, becauſe it is commonly to wear a 
Ring el geld upen it, and ſpectally that cn 
the lekt hand; 62 becauſe, as learned men 
held opinion, there duth paſs a certain ſi⸗ 
new from that finger to the heart of man: 
wherefoze it ſe med gend in times paſt to 
the Antiquitp, to wear a Ring as a Crown 
upcn that fiager: oz elſe as ſeme do ſuppoſe, 
that Geld by nature doth comfozt the heart. 
The laſt Finger, and leaſt of all, is called 
the Car⸗ finger, becauſe it is commonly u⸗ 
ſed to make clean the ears. And thus far 
tonterning the fingers. Mozeover, the 
hand being cloſed oz ſhut with the fingers 
turned in, we call the Fiſt: the nether part 

ther cot 


Palmeſtry. 
thereof (amongſt ſuch as uſe this Art,) is 
commonly called thePercuſſion c2 ſtroke of 
the hand. Then. the place where the hand 
is dꝛawn and gathered in, and jopned to 
the Arm, is alſo called the W2elf. Futher⸗ 
moꝛe, every finger hath his pꝛoper ring 
oꝛ ſwelling of the fleſh , which doth riſe at 
at the ret oʒ nether part of the ſaid finzers, 
and of ſome are called hills, and are attri⸗ 
buted unto the names of the Planets ; A⸗ 
mong the which is reckened the riſing 2 
hill in the nether part of the Kilt, called the 
percuſſion of the hand: ſo that in the hand 
are limited and appointed ſeveral places 
unto every of the Planets, whereby mdge- 
ment may be gathered. Foz the riſing oz 


1 hill of the Thumb is alligned to Venus, and 


marked with this Character : the hill cf 
the fozefinger to Jupiter and is thus noted 
: the middle finger is attributed to Sa- 
turn, with this note h: the Ring-finger to 
the dun, with this charader O: the hill of 
the little oz CEar⸗nger is under Mercuri, 
with this mark 7 :the rifing oz hill which is 
in the pertuſlicn, the Moon deth polleſs, and 
is thus ſiqured d. Now what place Mars 
ſhall have, me will h-wy:u hereafter, but 
firſt, we will make deſcription of the inti⸗ 
ſions 
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flons and diriſions of the hand, Which we 
call the Lines. Amongſt the which, theſe be 
chief and pꝛincipal: the weſt, which divi- 
deth the hand from the arm, and is almoſt 
jcyned to the linc of life, oꝛ of the heart, the 
which beginneth under the hill of the foꝛc⸗ 
finger, as it were between the Foze- 
linger and the thumb, and doth divide the 
hand, ſtretching downward toward the 
wꝛeſt. In the (ame ſide cf the hand, at the 
hill of the fo:cfinger , beginneth a line 
which palleth overthwart the hand to the 
hill of the Moon and is called the middle 
o2 mean natural line. And theſe two lines 
thus beginning and palling ſundzy ways, 
make the foꝛm and ſhape of a Triangle. To 
the which, if the line of the Liver oz Sto- 
mack, which beginneth over againſt the 
wꝛeſt, and paſſeth under the hill of the 
thumb, to the hill of the Moon. by the end 
of the middle natural line, do appear, as in 
ſome it doth not, it ſiniſheth the Triangle. 
And the ſpace contained within theſe lines, 
is attributed and given unto Mars, and is 
ralled the Triangle of Mars, noted with 
this figure 4. There is allo another line, 
called the tablc-hne beginning under the 
eat -inger , at the end cf the hill of the 
Moon 
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Moon. and runneth to the fozefinger : and is 
ſo called, becauſe the ſpace between it and 
the middle oz mean natural, doth argue oz 
J ſhew the faſhion of a Table; and that ſpace 
is always called the Table quadzangle of 
the hand, and the line is alſo called the line 
of Foztume. And theſe be almoſt the chief 
diviſions oz lines of the hand, to the which 
4 all other leſs and ſmaller inciſions and 
unes are referred. But now as neer as we 
can, we will deſcribe them all, and as far as 
Jappertaineth to this Art, ſhew their nature 
and ſigni cation. And firſt, J think met 
to ſpeak of thoſe lines which take their de- 
nomination oz name of the the paincipal 
members of mans Body : that is, of the 
Heart, the Bꝛain, and the Liver. Foz as 
in thoſe parts, whatſoever is in man, is al⸗ 
tered and changed : fo by thoſe thꝛe inciſi⸗ 
ons and lines, a man may fozeſe and pzog- 
noſticate whatſoever ſhall happen touching 
health oz adverſity, oz any other thing- na⸗ 
; tural. The which if any man this to be 
vain and frifling, let him call te remem- 
] bzance the ancient Philoſophes of Prcha- 
goras ect, who chiefly by ehe pzopotion 
and lineaments of mans boy, did diclare 
and pꝛognoſticate the manners, at, and 
; end 
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end of mans life. Foz what is ſaid of So. 
cra:es, when that a certain man p2ofeſſing 
the Art of Phyſiognomy, os ſpeculation, be: 
holding Socraces , judged him by his out: 
ward habit to be a very evil man,of unclean | 
life, libidincus, and given to all evil, was 
thercfc2e w:nderfully rebuked of his @cho- ! 
lars, as though he had ſhamefullp llandered 
him. Socrates anſwered, That indeed na⸗ 
turally he felt ſuch motions and inclinati⸗ 
one, ſo that if he had not cozreced his vices 
of this nature, by the rules of Reaſon, he had 
been ſuch a ene as he had pzonouncedhim | 
to be: meaning thereby , all thoſe vices 
whichNature ¶ Deſtinp hath planted in us, 
map eaſily vy Reaſon and Cuſtom be amen⸗ 
ded, if we will ſtrive againſt deſtiny. And 
the Paince of the Peripateticks, Ariſtotle, 
ſaid the hand of man to be made of Nature - 
the principal Oꝛgan and inſtrument in 
mais body. Fo: ſince it is his office to 
miatrer and ſerve all other parts of the bo⸗ 
dy, and chat in humane generation, the ver- 
tues, powers, and ſtrength of all members 
do come together; It is very conſequent 
and igreable, ſome certain ſignes and 
tekem of the quality and complexion of 
man, to be knowy and perceived by the 
hand, Such |} 
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Such is the pꝛopoꝛtion of members a- 


mong themſelves, that they do partake one 
with another in all things. And fur- 
ther , that this Art of Chyromancic was 
uſedin the time of Pliny , he himſelf doth 
affirm. Notwithſtanding J take it to be 
my duty to admonilh you what you ought to 
attribute to this Art, and what is elſe to 
be joyned with it, leſt any man ſhould think 
to include oꝛ ſhut up the knowledge of ſo 


high and great things into ſo ſtraight and 


narrow coꝛners. Mherefoꝛe, what J 
judge herein, J think good to ſhew, As 
often as J mult anſwer to any that enqui⸗ 
reth, by and by, as is accuſfomed, J look 
upon the hand; and therewithal behold 
the whole body, with the lineaments, and 
pꝛopoꝛtion of the ſame, which is called 
his Phyſiognomy (whereof in the book 
following J will entreat:) then J caſt 
my minde to the houre of Nativitp, Mo⸗ 
neth, Day, oꝛ Pear: the which known, J 
refer ſtraight to the rules of natural Aſtro⸗ 
logy hereafter by me wꝛitten : then plain⸗ 


ly judging none of theſe by themſelves 


ſufficient ; and thinking it better to judge 
them fools in giving light credit, then J 
to be ceunted raſh and fooliſh haſty in 

15 giving 
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giving ſentence. So that when J have 
gathered all theſe things together, and 
taken hold of that which J think meet foz 
my uſe, J utter my judgement; e⸗ 
teeming it the part of a mad man, by 
loking onely in the hand, to give judg- 
ment of the like and all the ſtates ok 
mans body. And now J rcturn to the 
rules of Chyromancie.

Of the line of Life, or of the Heart. 


He line of Life, called alſo the line 
of the heart, beginneth, as is ſaid be⸗ 
foze, at the hill of the foze-finger, paſſing | 
by the midſt of the palm, goeth to the wꝛeſt. 
The which if it be long, ſtrait, lively co: 
loured, bꝛight and clear, it betokeneth long 
life, endamaged with few diſcaſes oz ſick⸗ 
neſſes. | 
Plinie affirming the ſame, ſaith, that it 
is a token cf long life to have upꝛight ſhoul- 
ders, and two long inciſions oꝛ lines in one 
hand, the which are to be under ſtod of the 
line of life, and the middle natural line. 
Ik that the natural powers be weak, and 
that the line do appear ſhoꝛt, and of divers 
colours, running in and out, thin oz lender, 
and cut oꝛ parted in ſunder, with many o⸗ 
verthwart rivels oz ſmall creſts, it doth de⸗ 
clare ſhoztneſs of life, much ſickneſs, (mall 
ſtrength, and that he in whom this is ſo nc- 
fed, ſhall ſeldom oz never b2ing any thing 
to a god end. So likewiſe, the line groſs, 
long, and undivided, doth ſhew the contra- 


ries to the ſame, Whorefoze, if any man 
do- 
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do require 02 ask a Reaſon of this thing, 
wc anſwer, The blood the which doth nou- 
riſh the heart, and is alſo thought to be the 
ſcat and reſting place of the minde, is the 
cauſc efficient of this thing. Foz it is 
moſt certain, that as the blood is pure, oz 
unpure; ſo the line ſhall be coloured, ei⸗ 
ther clier 02 dark : ſo as long as blond doth 
S abound, it cheweth ruddy and bꝛight; and 
contrariwiſe, pale, and ſwart, when the 
blaod doth fail oa war ſcarce. Whercby al⸗ 
well the natural heat diminiſhed in the 
weak body, as alſo the ſtrong and luſty ba⸗ 
dp, is ſhewed and declared. Then if this 
lie he narrow, ſubtile, and well coloured, 
ſtretch fozth toward the middle natural; it 
ſignifieth a man of god counſel, of ſubtile 
underſtanding, and of an high and pꝛincely 
minde and ſtomack : And if it be bꝛoad, ill 
coloured, and pale, it ſignifieth the contra- 

ry. This is always to be noted in all pꝛin⸗ 

tipal lines, that if they be ſtrait, not divi⸗ 

ded, neither cut, and well coloured, it doth 
declare a god complexion : if they be con- 
trartwiſe diſpoſed oz ſet, it ſheweth the con⸗ 
trarp. Alſo if the line of life be groſs, 

dep and diverſly coloured, that is to ſay, - 

one place red, another pale oz ſwart, it is a 
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ſigne of malice, craft, envy, and the man to 
be a great talker, and boaſter, and one that 
ſtandeth much in his own conceit. If the | 
line be groſs and very red, it befokeneth a a 
crafty, a filthy,and an intonſtant man; but 
if it be pale, mixed with a certain redncſs, 
it ſigniſieth an angry man, almoſt may 
with anger. And ik it be very red, mixed 
with paleneſs oz ſwartneſs like Lead, it 
ſheweth an unconſtant, unſhamefaſt, waver⸗ 
ing, trapterous and angry man, and delight⸗ 
ing to ſtir up miſchief, and ſow diſcoꝛd. But 
if it be red in the part next the wꝛeſt, it ſig⸗ 
nificth cruelty: and oftentimes it chanceth 
to be fozked in the upper cozner, which be- 
tokeneth an unſtable man, a runner about 
Countries, and marvellous in all his do- 
ings: the which if it be croked and wꝛi⸗ 
then toward the middle natural line, it ſig⸗ 
mftcth a crafty, deceitful, wanten, and a 
manner of per verſe and froward mindc. 
And if you happen to finde in the hand cf a 
woman, a crols, with thzee (mall lines at the 
upper co2ner of the line of life, it ſigniſieth 
an unſhamefac'd and unhoneſt woman: but 
tf that croſs be found about the right coꝛner 
in the line of life, and be deep in, it ſignift- 
eth an ungodlp and miſchievous woman, 
which 
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which ſhall ſuſfer great pumiſſpnent foz her 
miſchief: Foz ſuch a croſs in that line, doth 
always betoken evil, both in man and wo⸗ 
man. If that there be found two lincs in 

the end of the riſing of the thumb, ne&r the 

line of life, as they were lying on the one 
I fide; by that token J judge the man to die 
choꝛtly. And it the line of life have Wꝛan⸗ 
ches ſtretched out toward the middle natu⸗ 


. re 


ral, in fozm as you ſee in the margent, it is 


Ja ſigne of riches, henour, and perfection, 
But if the ſaid branches run downward to⸗ 
ward the wꝛeſt in this manner, it ſignifieth 
poverty and damage by heuſheuld⸗ſervauts, 
thꝛounh their untruth. And if the ſaid 
branches do pals ſtrait thozow the Triangle 
to the middle natural, it ſigniſic th a man af- 
ter divers and ſundꝛy dangers and changes 
of foꝛtune, to come to pꝛeſper itp and riches. 
Moꝛeover, many ſmall lines dividing the 
line cf life, betokeneth much ſickneſs. Fur⸗ 
ther, 1f there be in the line of life certain 
points oꝛ grains ſtattering, it declareth a 
man unſhamefac d, a feznicatoz, and in jeo- 
pardp of his life foꝛ mu- der in a tumult,

But ſhe cath not ſo done of 
the Eyes, Cars, Mouth, Hands, and Feet, 
becauſe thoſe parts and members of the bo- 
dy, ſem rather to be made fa; a comlineſs 
oz 
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o2 beauty to the body, then foꝛ any neceſſity, 
Ther efoꝛe all hands have the thꝛæ lines a⸗ 
foꝛeſaid; but the other inciſions oz lines 


many do want oꝛ lack; Husbandmen being 


alſo excluded from hence, foz their continu; 
al labour. 


Wherefoze , ſinte theſe two Sciences 
nred ſuch a mutual help one of the other, 1 
will declare unto vou out of Aſtrology, the 
nature of the Erratical ſignes, which the 
Gueks tall Planets. Saturnus maketh ſad, 
circumſpec, covetcus, ſlow, and little ſpeak- 
ers, and ſelf⸗lovers. Jupiter cauſcth pleaſant, 
liberal, quiet, ſober, and eloquent perſons. 


Contrariwiſe, Mars cauſeth cruel, fierce, 


and lyers. The Sun maketh godly, witty, 
happy, 02 foꝛtunate, and couragious men. 
Venus cauſcth incentinent , libidinous, 
comely, and fair. Mercury cauſcth ſubtile, 
crafty , learned in Sciences, and nimble | 
men. The Moon maketh quick witted and | 


comely, but unſtable and low. 

Pow Jhave ſpeken of the diverſity of 
diſpoſitions and wits:J will alſo ſhew ſome⸗ 
what of voice and ſpeech, whereby the di⸗ 
vers cifcas and working of the Planets a- 
mongſt themſel ves, may the better be un⸗ 
derſtod and known. Saturnus doth cauſe a 
| flow 
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Now and ſcriking voice oz ſpeech. Mars a 
cralhing voice, like the bzeaking of metals. 
Jupiter a ſhaill ſounding , and gentle voice. 
Venus maketh a weak, ſoft, pleaſant, and 
eſfcminate voice. And ſo likewiſe doth the 
Sun 4 Mercurie. The Signes alſo have their 


pꝛoper voices: Foz, Virgo, Gemini Libra, A- 
quarius, do make god voices o2 ſounds. A- 


ries, Taurus, Leo Capricorn and the laſt part 
of Sagittary cauſe mean voi ces. Cancer, Scor- 
pio, and Piſces, are either altogether dumb, 


and without ſound; ozclſe miniſter ſome 
great impediment in the ſpech., There be 


alſo certain ſignes called fertile, becauſe 
they do increaſe; which are Cancer, Scorpio, 
02 Piices : And others be called harren; as 
Gemini, Leo, Capricorn. Ss that whatſoe ver 


{ a man can da, map be applyed to the ſigncs, 


as furtherers of ths ſame. The which thing 
in that it cannot be denped, ſo much the 
mo2e are they to be counted llanderers, 
which eſttem and repoꝛt Aſtrology not as dt: 
vine, but as a vain frivolous Art o2 Know- 
ledge; whom in their places we will (cf 
fo:th in their colours. But now to return 
to our pur poſe.

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If peu finde a croſs in this ſozt about the 
upper comer, p2ocding cut cf the line of 
life, and cn the nether fide thꝛe ſmall lines, 
and on the upper ſide two, as you may ſce 
by thia figure ; it ſignificth a libidinous and 
an unſhumcfac'd woman.

it were direaly from the nether part of the 
line, and riſing upward ; it betokeneth evil, 
as pain in the Head, which cometh of exha- 
lations of the Stowack, o2 ſome ſuch other 
diſeaſe. And theſe thꝛeer lines an the end of

CHAP. It; 
Of the Middle Natural Line. 


Me line which beginneth at the rwt cf 
the line of life, and paſſcth thꝛeugh the 
palm of the hand, toward the hill of the 
Moon, oz Pomel of the Hand, is properly 
called the middle Natural line. The which 
if it be ſtrait, and undivided with any ſmall 
overthwart lincs, it heweth god health, a 
ſormd bzain, a quick and lively wit, and alſo 
a nod me moꝛv. If it be long, \freftched cut 
to the hill cf the Moon, it deth declare a 
ſcout ſtomack and long life: which if it be 
ſhoꝛt, that it paſs nct the hclicwneſs of the 
hand, it betckcnetha fear ful, covetcus, un⸗ 
wile, and infaithful man; and if the ſaid 
line do net ſtretch cut to the hill cf the 
Moon, 


the line, do betoken evil, as ſhall appear 
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Moon, but end ever againſt the ſpace, which 
is between the middle finger, and the Ring- 
linger it betokeneth a man of ill manners, 
and that ſhall not live long. Then if the 
ſame line run out beyond the hill of the 
Moon, and turn in again in fozm of a half 
compaſs : the farther it ſtretcheth, the lon- 
ger life it betokeneth, but in age poverty. 
But if the ſame line at the upper end do 
riſe toward the fingers, it ſignifieth an un⸗ 
ſhamefac'd and malicious man : the which 


if it riſe very much toward the fingers, it 


doth declare him to be very fooliſh and un- 
wiſe. Contrariwiſe, if it turn downs 
ward almoſt to the palm of the hand, it is 
a token of a covetous and unclean man. 
On the other part, if it turn upward, and 
touch the table⸗line: it ſignifieth ſome great 
loſs, and adverſe oꝛ evil Foztune : and it 
the ſame line be wzithen mnequal , and 
of divers colours: it is a token of an ill 
diſpoſed minde, and oftentimes of theft. 
The line being ſtrait, equal, and bꝛight 
coloured: betokeneth a good conſcience, 
and Juſtice. But when the middle na⸗ 
fural line is bzoad and groſs , with a cer- 
tain redneſs intermedled : it ſignifieth a 
rude dffpoſition and lack of wit. _ 
C | i 
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if it be neither too trait noz too large, and 
well⸗coloured „ it betokeneth a merry, 
cherful and a foztunate man : but if it be 
ſubtile and lender, [wart oz pale; it de⸗ 
clar eth weakneſs of the bzain, and vapours 
riſing from the Stomack into the Head. 
And if the line appear groſs and very 
dep, and hath a certain ſmall line ner to 
it red⸗ coloured: it ſcheweth an angry and 
ſurious man. Again, ik it have certain 
knotty ſpaces in this manner o, ſo manp 
knots as there be, it doth declare ſo man 
murders , either already committed, oz 
hereafter fo be done. The which knots, 
if they be not fully cloſed oz ſhut , they are 
a token of a gr eat quareller, which ſhall 
beat and wound, but not kill outright. If 
there be in the ſame line certain groſs 
pꝛicks, oz points: it ſheweth an un man⸗ 
nerly, folich, and unpleaſant man, the 
which points if they be very red: it beto⸗ 
keneth a very cruel and fierce man. It 
the ſame line be crooked, making half a 
circle, with a certain obſcure oz dark 
colour: it ſigniſieth danger by four-fot- 
ed Beaſts, 92 elle to be ſlain of a wild 
beaſt, And oftentimes, nigh the ſame 
line, there be two ſmall lines joyhed to- 
gether

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gether (as in the "nag of the Hand fol⸗ 
lowing vou ſhall ſe ) which ſigniſie 
wounds, but not with weapons. Poze- 
over, if there be a croſs in the ſame line, 
over againſt the middle finger : it befos 
keneth that the man (hall die within a 
year. Ik any man have this line fozked 
toward the wait , with (mall diviſions : 
he ſremeth to ſet all his minde on miſ- 
chick, and neither to fear God naz 
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This Figure of the Hand here deſcri⸗ 
bed with the middle natural line, begin⸗ 
ning at the rot of the line of life, and paſ- 
ſing direaly though the midſt of the Hand, 
without any inciſions : ſigniſieth the gov 

late ot mans body,and health of the 452ain. 
And when it maketh a ſharp cozner with 
the 
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the line of life, it — qui ckneſs of 
memoꝛy, and uprightneſs of minde. But 
ik it be (as is rehearſed in the Canon be⸗ 
kfoꝛe) uncqual, not ſtretching paſt the pit 
02 Cave of the Hand, it betokeneth 2

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Al the middle natural line above Figu- 
red, make as it were half a Circle, with 
g certain obſcure colour, it thꝛeatneth 
hurt by Beaſts, and oftentimes Death, 
Pit if at the end of this line on each ſide 
doth appcar two ſmall lines, it ſigmifieth 
wounds by weapons. Af. there appear 
over againſt the middle⸗finger a little Croſs 
divided with ſmall lines, it doth demon⸗ 
ſtrate the weakneſs of the body, and bzc- 
vity of life; and ſo much the rather, if 
— ſquare oꝛ quadzangle bo lacking in the

If the hand bcfoze poztrapes, have in the 
middle natural line certain pale knots :; 
how many knots there be, ſo many murders 
it doth declare already committed: if they 
be red, they do pꝛonounce the perſon to be 
hereafter both murderer and thief. Ik 
there be crooked inciſtons in the ſaid natu- 
ral line, J judge him to be a very unhap⸗

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and debate, and deſirous of dil cozd. 


Muhen this middle natural line ſretch- 

eth to the Table line, and is crooked in the 

end in foꝛm pꝛeſcribed, it declareth a naugh⸗

q py, and unfoztunate man. And by the 
1M croſs there, J ſuppoſe him to be full of ſtrife

CHAP. IV. 
Of the T able Line. 


— —— 


His line is called the Table line, be- 
cauſe it maketh the faſhion of a Table 
in the Hand, fo2 ſo we do call the ſpace re⸗ 
maining between it, and the middle natural 
line; it is alſo called the quad2angle oz 
ſquare line, becauſe that with the middle na⸗ 
tural line, it maketh almoſt a guadzangle 
02 ſquare. If this line be equal, long enough, 


deep and ſtrait : it is a token of a god na- —— 


ture and ſtrength of the pꝛincipal memders 
of men of modeſty, temperance, and a con⸗ 
ſtant minde in all god wozks. If it ſtretch 
paſt the midſt of the hill of the fozefinger, 
and fouch the hill of Jupiter: it is a ſigne of 
ne: anger and cruelty , being - a- 

ove 
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bove is a ſigne ef a pꝛomoter, and envying 
another mans kelicityp o2 welfare. And ha⸗ 
ving bꝛanches riſing ſtrait to the finger of 
Jupiter, it doth pꝛomiſe pꝛomotion, encreale 
of riches: and that being pw2 , ſhall come 
by little and little to honour and wozſhip, 
But if the line be naked witheut any bꝛan⸗ 
ches ſtretching toward the ret of the foꝛe⸗ 
finger: it betokencth an unkoꝛtunate and 
ro man. If it have in the end thzee (mall þ 
lincs oꝛ bꝛanches about the hill of Jupiter, 
running ſtrait fozth io the upper cozner : it 
ſigniſieth a feꝛtunate, liberal, merry, modeſt, 
and noble man; which doc lighteth in all 
kinde of comely and cleanly apparel, and 
ſweet ſmells and ſavours. In whoſe birth, 
who doth cenfider the noroſcope, (whether | 
he finde Taurus 82 Libra, whom Venus doth | 
rule, oꝛ Sagittarius and Piſces, upon whom 
Jupiter hath dominton, o2 what planct elfe 
there be) ſhall eafily perceive and finde the 
cauſe and reaſon of this matter : a crofs 
ſtanding in the ſame place, doth ſignifte a 
liberal man, a lover of truth, benigne, 
gentle to be ſpoken to, and in a manner one 
indued with all kinde of vertue. But ik this 
line do ſinich oꝛ end over againſt the hill of 
the middie finger : it betokeneth a lyar, a 
(cif 
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elf lover, inccnffant, deceitful, unſhame⸗ 
alt man, and a ſower of ſtrife and debate. 
Ahen this line is joyned with the middle 
natural, ſo that they make both a ſharp coꝛ⸗ 
ier: the ſame man ſhall be in many dangers 
oth of Body and Minde, that hc ſhall be c- 
Pen weary of his life. And if he lack the 
mddle natural line, that the table line 
Scyming to the line of life, do make a harp 
&o:ner 02 point: J judge that that man ſhall 
ole his head, oꝛ be deadly weunded, and ſhall 
never bꝛing any thing to paſs. If thts line 
Je divided, that one part lok toward the 
Fniddle natural, the other toward the hill of 
Paturn: it is a token that he ſhall be often in 
Hanger of his life, and vet eſcape. The ſame 
inc being ſubtile and trait at tho end, un⸗ 
Der the hill of Ju piter if ſignificth a goͤver⸗ 
$102 of a houſhould : and pꝛamotien oz rule 

dvr his bacthzen , kindꝛed, and equals. 
If it hath inc iſions over agauuilt the middle 

inger, it betekens a flatterer, anda double 
tengued man, whom few man {hall love. If 
a line coming direaly from the quadzangle 
to the hill of Saturn, dibiding the Table line 
do malte little croſs there, it thꝛeatneth vi⸗ 
dent death. Fo2-as this line is a token ef 
great fclicity + 40d foꝛtunc, if it paſs by the

hill of the middle finger, and ſtreteh beyond 
the hill of the foꝛe⸗finger : fo likewiſe, not 
touching the middle unger, and ending un 
der the hill thereof, is a ſigne of extream po 
verty, and manp calamities and dangers. 
Then this line having many inferruptions 
02 inciſions lying ſcattered, it ſignificth a? 
fwliſh, and an unconſtant man, whoſe ſtudy 
oz deſire is fo be in contention with wo 
men, as now to lobe, now to hate, and often⸗ 
times to chide and fight with them. And 
this line being deep, ſubtile, and pale, at the} 
end afozeſaid : declareth an honeſt chalte 
man, but weak, and much troubled with 
ſickneſs and dileales. But it is an ill ſigu, 
and ſpetially in a woman, when the line 
beginning at the middle natural, going to 
the hill of the middle finger doth both di 
vide the Table, and the table line, and is 
fozked in the end. And that woman which 
bathe a line coming from the line of life te 
the hill afoꝛeſaid: it ſignified that woman to 
have killed her own thilde. The which line 
if it turn backward ko the hill of Jupiter : 
it betokencth that woman ſhall have great 
inheritancc, if that line be redder then the 
other, it betokens pain in the bowels and 


une wing abeut the navel. Again, if that 
line! 
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line be donble, cutting the table line: it 
ſheweth that the man ſhall die a miſerable 
death. Foz both in mon and woman, it is a 
token of an ill end. And often the table 
line toward the hill of Saturn oz Jupiter, is 
ſan foꝛked: which doth note the man ſhall 
ſuffer many weary labours and travails in 
his life, the which the redder it is, it ſhew- 


eth him the moꝛe inclined to anger. When 
there appeareth in the ſame line certain 
mall lines riſing one by another, the moze 
there bc, the moꝛe honourable they declare 
him to be, and to have the greater power and 


rule. But in whoſe hand there is no tableline 
at all, I con jecture them to be of both kinds 
ul willing, contentious, angry, unfaithful, 
unconſtant and ready to all miſchief. Moꝛe⸗ 
over, if there appear a line coming from 


the table line toward the little unger, it is 


obſerved, that man to be neither good noz 
foꝛtunate, but covetous, angry, and hozrible 


ſad, and alſo filthy, envious, aud a compa- 


nion of milchief: if there appear any lines 


red between the table line, and the ear fin- 


ger; it betokeneth ſo many morriages as 
they be in number; but if they be crooked 
and pale, they be alrcady paſt. Again, if 
there be found under the rot of the table 

line

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line certain croked croſſes , fo many as 
there ve, ſo r.cany deadly enemies they dy 
betoken. Wlhen that a line comes from the 
table ts the hill of Saturn: divide the table 
linc,and make a croſs on the end thereof; it 
is ſaid to be a token of a violent death. And 
certain wiſe men in this ſcience ſay, that if 


there be (mall inciſtons about the upper end 


of the lame line betokeneth ſtckneſs in 
ycuth : if they be in the midſt, in middle 
age; if at the other end, in age; and if the 
ſame lines run de lun ward, the diſeaſe ſhall 
be of cholcr : ik they aſcend, ol flegm: if 


they riſe cut cf the midſt upward, it ſhall be | 
of blood; 4 if contrariwiſe they turn down- | 


ward, it ill be of melancholp; after as 
his colour is bꝛight cz dark. Mere 1s to be 


under ſtod, that Cancer. corpio, and Piſces. 4

ficgm : as the Dozphew, Lepꝛeſte, Tanker,

molanchelv. And therefczeVenus deth cauſe | 


cold and moiſt diſeaſes in the thꝛoat and pꝛi⸗ 
vy members. Likewiſe the Pon cauſeth 
the Dꝛopſic, Falling⸗ſickneſs, and Apo⸗ 
plexie. Alices, Leo, and dagittatius have do⸗ 
minien 
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minionok the choler, Agues, x Byles, which 
come of blood. Likewiſe Mars doth rule hot 
Agues, Frenſies, and the Wlozm in the 
head: unto ſupiter we attribute the com huſt 
blood ; unto Mercury is applyed the diſeaſes 
of the minde, bitter, and heavy thoughts, and 
troubled conſcience. The Sun bꝛingeth hot 


ad d2v diſcaſes. All which things ſhall ap⸗ 


pear moꝛe plain hereafter , where the na- 
ture of the Planets and Signes ſhall be ſpo- 

ken of, wherefoze note always that the red⸗ 
neſs of the lines oz intiſions come of the 
heat of Mars. Therckoꝛe in all the judge⸗ 
ments ok this Wanual Divination, J will 


vou to have reſpect to the nature of the Pla⸗ 


nets and Signes, wherein the Sun was the 
time of Nativity oꝛ birth. And ſo likewiſe 


I the Phytognomy muſt be taken herd of, and 
bp that means the wiſe judge ſhall get both 


pꝛofit and pꝛaiſe. 
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If there bc found in the linc of Fo2tune. 
called alſo the line of pzoſpcrity, th2e ſmall 
bꝛanches, and be japned with the linc of life. 
and therewith divide the wieſt; it betolien 
eth a god and quick wit, but if it joyn fo 

thoſe lines, as it is here deſcribed, with a 
certain waithing o2 crokedacls : it * :

the members of generation. But contra- 
riwiſe, if there be no Zable-line at all, c2 
that it be withcut bꝛanches, ſhoꝛt and groſs, 
ſtretching out beyond the hill of the fozc- 
finger: it ſignifieth a miſchievous perſon, 
and hard of learning oz underſtanding. 
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Theſe th2ce bꝛanches in the end, about the 
hill of the foze-finger, againſt the upper coz- 
ner, is a god ſign both in man and woman. 
Alſo a little croſs in the lame place, beto⸗ 
keneth good likewiſe. If the ſaid table: line 
have many inciſions, it ſignificth hatred of 


peinces, and of great men: but if the inci⸗ 


ſions be unequal and diſperſcd, vou ſhall un- 
derſtand the variety of foꝛtune. 
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If that the table-line be lacking in the 
hand of man oꝛ woman, it is a very evil 
ſigne; Fo2 it ſheweth a man pꝛompt to all 
milchicf, which alſo ſhall dye an evil death, 
There mult alſo be reſpec to the lines about 
the hill ol Mercury; foꝛ there is the ſignes of | 


mariage, and the judgement of ſuch things 
as pertain to the Planet of Mercury. E

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Again, ik the Table⸗line do thꝛoughly 
touch the natural line, that it make a ſharp 
angle as you may ſce, it betokeneth ill: foz 
ſo many perils ſhall hang over his head, that 
he may juſtly repent that ever he was boꝛn. 
But if th: natural line be lacking, and the 
table⸗ line touch the line of the heart, (ex⸗ 
cept JI be utterly decerved) that man ſhall 
lu ſc his head, oꝛ die ſome ill death. When 
a certain line (as here you may ſee) doth di⸗ 
vide the table⸗line, and make a ſmall Croſs 
in the upper end, it doth betoken a violent 
death. The which line ik it riſe ſtrait up⸗ 
ward in the hand of a woman, and divide the 
table-line, it is an ebil token, foz the which 
ſxk the Canon oꝛ rule afoꝛe. If there be 


I a ſmall croſs in the end of this table-line, it 
betokeneth ſpiritual dignities, and the ra-

ther, if there be two croſſes (as J have often 
pꝛoved) it ſignificth ect leſtaſtical pꝛomoti⸗ 
ons.

He ſpace which as is afozeſaid appear 
ing in the joyning of the hand to the 
D 3 f arm, 
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4m, is called the wzcft ; the which if it be 
pure, and of a good lively colour, it decla- 
reth the good eſtate of the body, and contra- 
riwiſe the evil. And note, that foz the moſt 
part there be two lines which as it were di- 


vide the hand fr an the arm. If there be two 
lines, then if that next the hand be cqual, 
ſtraight and well coloured, ſtretehing up⸗ 
ward, it p2omiſcth riches ; yea, although he 
be very pœoꝛ, it pꝛomiſeth increaſe and feli⸗ 
citp: and ſo much the rather, ik there be 
ſtraight branches, and not overthwart. If 
that a line riſing at the root of the arm, do 


run up to the rot of the middle finger, it ſig⸗ 


nifteth good ſucceſs and pꝛoſperous foꝛtune. 
Bat if there be in the ſpace oꝛ jopnt four e⸗ 
qual lines well joyned, dividing the arm o⸗ 
verthwart, bchold great honour and dignity, 


ſu:ceſſion, and heritage of the kindꝛed. And 
if there be found in the rot of the arm, ner 
the hill of the thumb, nigh the line of life (if 


it deſcend ſo low) the lines oz (Ears, o: 


moe; it ſigniſieth that perſon to be actu⸗ 
ſed and betraied by women, and to ſutfer 
llander by them. Further, if a line begin 
ning in the middle of the wꝛeſt, go toward 
the hill of the Moon . it doth p2ognoſticate 


many ſtozms and trenbles of foztune, and 
 paivy þ 
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ivy enmity and hatred. The which line if 
it be crooked and unequal , it is a tcken of 
continual bondage,and that that perſon ſhall 
neber ceme to pꝛometion nozriches. If there 
be many lines ſcattered in the wꝛeſt, and 


riſe to the hill of the thumb, he that hath 


that ſigne, is in danger to be afflicted, wound⸗ 


ed, lpoiles, caſt in pꝛiſon by his kinred, oz 
1 by thaſe whom he molt loved. If there be⸗ 
gain certain lines in the arm, and divide the 
IJ weeft, and jopn together in the upper part, 


that man, without doubt, ſhall dye in exile c; 


vanich nent. The which lines if they do net 


fully cloſe, but be ſomwhat diſtant a ſunder, 
he ſhall end his life amongſt fazrein nati⸗ 
ons, far krem his own country. The ſame 


lines tending to the Pomel cf the hand, do

Moon , it ſheweth her fo have been cozrupt, 
defilev, and deflow2'd in her firſt youth and 
flower of her age. Moz eover, if there be a- 
bout the waeſf gf a woman a little Croſs, J 
judge her thereby both honeſt, wiſe , and 
chaſte. Behold the ſignes of the good Eſtate 
of the Bodp, when the ſpace in the weft nert 
the hand, and the other nert the joynt of the 
arm, be both of good and lively colour, having 
the four inciſions afoꝛeſaid, it betokeneth all 
goodneſs. Again, how hateful are the thꝛæ 
ſtars, which thzeaten danger by accuſation 
and ſlander | 

Mark alfo going from the wꝛeſt fo the 
Jaomel of the hand, how manifeſt an argu- 
ment of infelicity and evil foꝛtune it is. 

Then that coming from the wꝛeſt to the hill 
of Jupiter how it ſigniſteth a fozrain, and 
far diſtant life to be led. Ansther riſing up⸗ 
right, doth pꝛomiſe riches and favourable 
fcztune. Mozeover, the ſignes which are in 
the hill of Jupiter betoken riches, honour, 
and dignity. Alſo four lines almoſt com⸗ 
paſſmg the arm (as vcu may ſe in the hand 
following) are tokens of long life: and cer⸗ 
tain lines going from the rot of the arm, 
making a ſharp angle oz cozner, and a — 
croſs

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craſs by them, do pꝛemiſe great quietneſs 
of life, and fo paſs his time meerlp with 
p:om-tion. But if the croſs be away, it doth 
onely pꝛomiſe ſucceſſion and heritage of 
many. Ik the croſs 862 certain little ſtars be 
there, that man ſhall lack nothing necella- 
ry to his life. 
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If there be fcund in the UW2:cft two 
large lines, and the nether line be ſubtil, it 
fianificth riches until the middle age, and 
after wozſhip, but decreaſe and decay every 
day moꝛe and me2c. If there riſe out of the 
ſame lines two ſmall lines as it were ſup⸗ 
poꝛting and helding up once another, and cer⸗ 
tain other lines riſe up direcly th2ongh th? 
Palm to the natural line; it is a token of 
great integrity, and declareth that man to be 
cf a good conſcience, the which thꝛough his 
bchavieur ſhall come fo great richcs and 
p2oſperity, and alſo come to a god end: but 
pet it will be the longer ere theſe things 
happen, if the line aſcending be croked and 
watthen. 
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If that two lines beginning at the N zelt 
do riſe thꝛough the Palm to the hill of the 
Sun oꝛ ring finger, and the ſame hill be di⸗ 
vided with two lines overthwart: it ſigni⸗ 
fieth a ccmpaſſer oꝛ doer of great things, 
which ſhall have rule and authoꝛity in kings 
buſineſs and affairs, and thereby get both 
great hondur.

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If in the welt there be ſen a certain 
groſs line, and then another ſubtiller and 
fenderer, and the third groſſer and deeper 
then the other, it pꝛopoſeth abundance of 
riches in the firſt age oꝛ pouth, infeltcify 
and poverty at the middle age, and in the 
third and laſt age, recovery of all befoꝛe loſt, 
with increaſe of riches, and a quiet life — 
the 
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the laſt end. If there be two crooked lines aſ⸗ 
cending to the hill of Jupiter and upon the 
firſt joynt of the ſame appear two lines go⸗ 
ing overthwart, it ſigniſpeth increaſe of 
ſubſtance, by long Journeps and travails. 
The ſame lines going to the hill of Mercu- 
ry, betokeneth a man apt to many things, 
but not foꝛtunate to great riches, But if they 
run to the finger of vacurn there can be no 
wozſe ſigne: foz he will all coveteouſneſs, 
and immoderate deſire, envy, and diſdain 
at another mans happineſs and wel-fare, 
and a minde given to ali evil, 
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CHAP. IV. 
Of the Triangle.

e Triangle in the hand is thzco 

lines, (that is to ſay ) the line of life, the 
mean natural line, and the line cf the liver 
o Stomack: which are ſo diſpcſcd and ſet, 
that they make the foꝛm cf a triangle. And 
the ſpace mcloſed within thoſe lines, is di⸗ 
vided into thace parts oz cozncrs; whereof 
the firſt is made by the line cf life, and the 
natural line, and is called the upper angle. 
Th other, which is koꝛmed by the line of life, 
and the utter part of the triangle, is called 
the ſiniſter oz left angle. The tri angle bes 
ing ef equal angles, having lines fair, well 
coloured, and ſtraight, doth repꝛeſent the 
good quality cf nature, and of the Bodp, 
} with heath and ſecurity of the minde, with 


famc and rencwn, and alſo leng life. And 


| ccntrartwiſe, the lines being dark,uncqual, 
nct making a plain Triangle, dcth declare 
the contrary. Further, if the ſpace cf the 
Triangle be wide and b2oad, it doth argue 
a ftcut, liberal, and bold ſtemack. Again, ik 
he be ſtrait and ſhoꝛt, it betokeneth migardy, 
ccectceuſ- 
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neſs, and fcarfulneſs. Jf the plain within 
pale decline to (warthineſs, it ſigniſieth 
an angry and a deccitful perſon, Alſo, if it be 
tut and divided with many wzinckles, it 
ſhe weth the ill diſpe ſition of the body. Poꝛc⸗ 
over, the upper angle is cloſed by the line of 
life, and the natural line, thꝛee manner of 
w.;ys : firſt of all, if it cloſe in the cave of 
the hand cver againſt the valley between 
the foze-finger and the middle-finger , we 
judge thereby a miſerable life, endangered 
with calamities and captivitp, and a minde 
full of anxiety and care, and oftenti mes as 
it were dꝛowned and over come, and ſpecial⸗ 
ly foz the deſire of monp. Secondly, if it be 
well cloſed with a ſharp cozner under the 
midſt ol the hill of the foze-finger, it decla- 
reth a god nature, a quick wit, and god di⸗ 
ſpcſition,happy and pꝛoſperous ſucceſs, with 
integrity of manners. And all theſe things 
are ſo much the pcrfecer if the angle be wel 
and ſharply cloſed. Thirdlp, the lines not 
joyning together,but having a certain ſpace 
left between , is an argument of an ambiti⸗ 
cus man, a ſelf-lover, unpure, and unman- 
nerly, a ſlanderer, and cruel, a lyer, and li⸗ 
ving withcut pꝛaiſe 02 god name. The 
which man u he happen to come in 
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ty oz bondage, he ſhall never recover again 
his liberty. And if he be free, pet he ſhall dye 
miſerably. The ſpace within the triangle 
reugh and hard, is a ſigne of anger and craft, 
and ſubtilty; if it be rough with wainkles, 
it ſigniſieth envy, hatred, and anders. 
Tl hen there doth appear a certain line bes 
twern the two lines, ſo ner , that it touch 
either of them, it ſigniſtes that man ſhall ei⸗ 
ther be peiſoned, oꝛ have ſome moꝛztal wound. 
When there appear in the upper ſpace fcur 
lines, dividing one another like croſles; it 
ſhcweth en vp, backbifing , with ſkudp and 
deſire to oppꝛeſs others. Foz the two lines 
jepning ſharply together, doth declare the 
gwvdneſs of the whole body; bat if they end 
in the cave oz pit of the hand, pzeciſely o⸗ 
vcr againſt the finger of Saturn making an 
angle; it betokeneth blod-ſhedding divers 
and ſund2y ways ; as wounds of the head, 
flur cf the belly: and if this ſigne be in wo⸗ 
men, it fignificth the inceſſant flux of the 
menſtrue, and danger in child⸗ bearing. Ik 
therc be in the triangle a figure liks a ſtar, 
it che weth an adulterous woman, and paſt 
ſhame, and furious, which thꝛeugh her irre⸗ 
franable anger, ſhall fall into ſuch a frenzy 
and madnels of minde, that ſhe ſhall covet 

E and 
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and go about to cut her own thꝛoat. When- 
ſocver pou per te ive in the hand of a weman 
in the place. foꝛeſaid, a cert. in ſtar putting 
fozth a long rule, judge that woman to have 
kour husbands. If in the ſame place there be 
a croſs witheut any inciſien, it betokencth 
god both in man and woman. Foz in thcſe 
which have that ſigne, it betokeneth a life 
well paſſed, and ta end with god name and 
fame. The right angle being very lharp, 
doth ſhew a cir cumſpect, witty, and ſparing 
man; the ſame being obſcure and groſs, is 
a ſigne of rudenels, lloth, and much given to 
lep. The left ang le ſharp, betokeneth a 
babler and crafty man, notwithſtanding 
witty and painful: but if the upper coꝛner 
be not ſharp, and having as it were the cha- 
racer of Saturn, it is a token of an evil and 
plain Saturnine nature. And he whole fin- 
gers are ſo ſect, that there be in every joynt 
as it were certain ſpaces oꝛ riſings croked 
and wrequal , it betokeneth him to become 
very po, and to live miſerably. If there be 
in the upper part, that is, in the third jopnt, 
an evident wathing oz crokedneſs, it is a 

ſigne of en vp, deceif, malice, and altoge⸗ 
ther of an evil diſpoſed minde, which man 
alſo {hall lead a life full of miſerp and cala- 
mity. The 
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The Triangle both in the hand of Pan 
and Woman , doth ſigniſie much god⸗ 
neſs. But if there be found in the hand 
of a woman, within the triangle, the ſimi⸗ 
lifude of a ſtar , it betokeneth an unchaſte 
woman, and given over to the luſt of the 
fleſh. Alſo, in a man it is a ſigne of evil. 
Further, if there be in the hand ofa man, 
about the right angle, an expꝛeſs plain ſtar, 


it doth plainly declare an untruſty, trauble⸗ 


ſome, deceitful , and ſlandersns perſon; 
alſo a thicf and robber, doing all things, 
be it right 02 wzong , by violence; incli- 
ned, and allo inſtructed in all evil; who 
at the length chall dye an evil death. 
Small bzanches in the beginning of the 
line of life, oz fable-line, doth betoken 
abundance and increaſe of houſhould. 
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If a ſfar having a long falk oz bꝛanch 
going from it, be feund in the hand of a wo- 
man, it doth declare that ſhe ſhall have ma⸗ 
ny husbands. As often as the two lines of - 
the upper coꝛner be. diſtant aſunder with a 
ſpace between them, it is an evil ſigne. Alſo 
four lines dividing themſelves in the upper 
coner 
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comer iu manner of a croſs, do demon⸗ 
{rate an envious detractoz , and a man cf e- 
pil fame and name. Then a figure as it 
were the character of datum doth pzoncunce 
an evil end. The table line alſo faſhiened g 
vou may le , dcth betoken an unfoztunate 
man, and given to the belly. If there be 
the figure cf a foꝛʒk cither upward oz dewn- 
ward in the ſaid triangle, it ſheweth an ins 
conſtant and libtdincus man.

Of the Quadradgle. 


His Quadzanale is called that ſpace 
which is betwen the line and the 
mean natural. Then if the inciſions of this 
Quadꝛzangle be of a bught and lively co⸗ 
lour, it doth pꝛomiſe the equity and upꝛight⸗ 
neſs of life; and contrariwiſe, it doth de⸗ 
clare a wicked and naughty man. The ſame 
ſpare, ample, and large, betokeneth libe⸗ 
rality, and ſtoutneſs. of ſtemack. A croſs al⸗ 
ſo in the ſame place of the hand, ſigniſieth 
god ſucceſs in eccleſiaſtical miniſtrations; 
and is fo much the moze_foztunate , if the 
figure be doubled oz tripled, like unto a 
E 4 lattice ; 
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laftice : but if the ſame croſs be crooked o 
undivided with overthwart inciſtons, it 
doth pꝛognoſticate the contrary to all that is 
afozeſaid. Mozeover, an evident ſtar in 
the ſame place, doth demonſtrate a ſtcut 
man, upꝛight, true, and of a god conſct- 
ence, The which man although though 
adverſity and misfoztune he fall into pover⸗ 
ty, vet he ſhall riſe again by his own vertue 
and godneſs : yet notwithſtanding, it ſhew- 
eth him to be a feminine man which alſo 
ſhall ſuffer ſome adverſity and trouble foz 
women. 
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Ottenti mes alſo the whole table is lack⸗ 
ing: then ik the table⸗line joyn with the 
natural line, and begin a triangle, it ſhew⸗ 
eth that man to be in danger to be ſlain by 
many that ſhall lie in wait foꝛ him. But ik 
in the end of the table about the pom nel of 
the hand there be a manibeſt croſs , judge

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thereby many peregrinations, long jour. 


neys, and often changing of place, but there⸗ . 
by god foztune. Mhen the two lines which 
mike the table, be far diſtant, with a great 


ſpace between them; it is a token of ſu 
perflucus heat, and untemperate hiumours 
in the body. Contrariwiſe, the plain o2 ta: 
ble cf the hand being narcow and ſtraight, 


betokeneth a covetcus man, careful to get 


zods, and thercwithal deavly cruel. And 
this is ſurkicientlp ſpcken cf the Paincipal 
inciſions 62 lines which are within the hand, 
And cenſequently we will intreat of the ri⸗ 
ſings c2 hills cf the fingers, and alſo of the 
fingers themſelves, with the ſtations of the 
Planets , and whatſoever clſe ſhall remain 
needful to be ſpoken of; 

Peu have heard befoze declared what the 
characters, lines and croſſes in the table of 
the hand, do ſigntfte and fozeſhew. The ſtat 
alſo in the midſt of the table, doth ſhew ale- 
ver, and maintainer of all haneſty and god. 
neſs, and thereioze had in reverence , and 
aſpiring fo great dignity. And let this be 

a general rule fo2 all thoſe whoſe hands do 
quiver and ſhake by nature, (fo unto many 
it hapneth by chance, and to otherſom by 


ſickneſs and diſeaſes) to judge them as an 
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ary ſcolders, and bꝛaviers, unclean men and 
amKkard3.

Of the hills of the Finegrs; aud firſt of the 
hill of the Thumb, called ally gs ans 


cient writers, the will of Venus, 


Ow that there is ſufficiently entreat⸗ 

ed of the pancipal lines of the hand, 
we will alſo wate of the particular inciſi⸗ 
one of the fingers, and of their hills; laying 
bcfaze pour epes their ſixnifications, with 
the naturcs of the ſeven Planets, whereby 
you may know what is agræable among 
them, and contrariwiſe what doth hurt. 
The riſing oꝛ ſwelling of the fleſh, begin⸗ 
ning at the line of life deſcending ſtrait to 
the welt, is called the hill o the thumb: it 
is alſo cled the hill of Venus, becauſe it is 
ſoft and plain, with very few oz no w2inkles 
c21nciſtens : and being ruddp and lively cos 
leured, it ſheweth the god quality and e⸗ 
ſtate of the body, alſo a lover of women, and 
one delighting in cleanly and fine apparel. 
But if there appear in the ſame place a 
ſhazt line going downward by the line of 
life, 
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life. (and thercfoze 1s called the ſiſter of th; 
line of life) it ſignifieth a man de lighting 
in vencry. Notwithſtanding, the ſame ling 
being long not bꝛoken off, wholly accom 
panying the line of life thozow , doth py, 
miſc continual riches. Wut if it begin nat 
in the upper end of the hill, but peradven 
ture in the midſt, o2 not far from the ne 
ther end, it betokeneth lack and penurp in 
path ; but after aboundance and plentp. 
Often alſo there be feur lines equally di: | 
Want, coming from the top of the hill to the 
wꝛeſt, which do pꝛomiſe riches and hondur 
even in the firſt age: the which lines if 
they begin not at the verp top, but at the 
joynt of the thumb, they do pꝛomiſe the ſame 
ſucceſs, but longer and later to come ts 
paſs, even in the extream age. If the ſame 
four lines do divide the upper jc ynt of the 
thumb a little within the nail, oz be very 
nxr the ſame joynt, and be long, bꝛight ſhi 
ning, thep betoken pꝛeſent honour and 
riches ; And alſo rule and dominion, ik the 
ſame four lines be divided, oꝛ cut, with other | 
ſmall lines going overthwart. Manp times 
there is a ſubtil inciſion beginning at the 
top cf the hill of the thumb, going foward 


the linc of life, which ſignifieth that — | 
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ſhall die by ſome ſtroak of weapon. Alſo, 
many bꝛight lines riſing over againſt the 


inf foꝛcfinger, and dividing the line of life, are 


tokens of many pcrcegrinations and long 
jeurneys into divers places. The lame lines 
dividing the linc cf life in the upper part 02 
vocginning, chewetha Boaſter and an am⸗ 


n bitious man, riotcus, and venerous. In 
ie ſome alſo a red line, wandꝛing up and down 
in the hill of the thumb, betokencth inceſt, 
-& and carnal company with his kinred. Al⸗ 
„beit J would not have ſuch credit given to 


this ſcience, that this ſhould ſtrait be ;udged 
true, the hand being looked upon: fo2 when 
wc ſpeak of accompanying with kinrcd, ws 
would have it underftod, that man to be ſo 
enflamed with fleſhly luſt and appetite, that 
there is but little hope that he will abſtain 
from them. To the which thing it bchw- 
veth much, to beheld the face and whole 
body of the man, which doth declare the 
ſtate ef life to teme. Fo2 thep which be 
pleaſant mannered, leading a merry and jo⸗ 
cond life, being cenverſant and rezovcing in 
plays and dances, have ſmall Stars in their 
hill, foꝛ this is the whele udp of Venus: 
and ſuch men have their hill coommenty di⸗ 
vided with many linall and bꝛight inciſions,

A (mall 
line alſo going from the table⸗ line to the hill 
of the foꝛe · finger, doth ſignifie the ſame 
afoꝛeſaid. If that certain overthwart ri⸗ 
vels do divide the line afozeſaid, they beto⸗ 
ken wounds in the head. Alfo a grols, 
bꝛiget, and ruddy line, dividing the foze-fin- 
ger from the middle finger in a man, doth 
betoken the ſickneſs of the intrails oz bow- 


cls: in a woman, it ſigniſieth danger in

childe bearing, and ſo much the moze dan⸗ 
ger, ik it be very red. Moꝛeover, crolles in 
the hill of Jupiter. do ſigniſte honour, and 
2omott uns in ſo many degrees, as there be 
found croſſes; fcz it hath bzen often ſeen, ſuch 
men to have gotten benefices and eccleſt- 
aſtital pzomotions aboundantly. And thoſe 
men having thoſe marks, are chiefly called 
Jovials, oz of the nature of Jupiter having 
foz the moſt part god ſucceſs in all af- 
fairs of that ſozt o2 kinde, who faz the 
molt part are of a mean ſtature, and 
pleaſant fozm oz ſhape , whitely coloured, 
thick hatred, comely eyed, given to cleanlp⸗ 
ncls and mirth.

fat, and without deceit. If that a rivel com: 
ung from the table-line , do cut the hill of 
Saturn, it figmificth a careful man, diſquict-

iſions in the ſame place, do declare an 
heavy and penſive life , full of penury and 
neceſſity pꝛiſonment, and tozments. Like- 
wiſe, a line bowing from the root of the 
rina-finger to the hill of Saturn, ſhewecth a 
flothful and lluggiſh man, fooliſh, and raſh, 
never doing any thing wittily, albeit ſome⸗ 
time fooliſh, bold, of a fooliſh and ruve mind 
and underſtanding. Thep ſay alſo, that 
woman which hath moꝛe lines between the 
fingers of the Sun and Saturn, then between 
the Sun and Mercury there being ſome lines 
alſo, to be apt to generation, and ſpecially 
of men⸗childꝛen. This alſo J know certain, 
that ik any ſmall lines go from the pꝛinci⸗ 
pal lines of the hand, to the hill of Sacurn, 


they declrac an evil diſpoſition , and not a 


very honeſt life. It is alſo judged a token of 
ſterility and barrenneſs in a woman, to 
have a croſs o2 a ſtar in the the firſt joynt of 

the finger. A nd thoſe which have the hill di⸗ 
| vcrlly 
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verlly divided with rules, the other hill be- 
ing ſmooth and plain; are to be judged Sa- 
turnines, whoſe nature foz the molt part 1s 
to be pale coloured, uncomely viſaged, their 
cyes fired downward to the ground, in going 
flow, lean, and oftentim s crooked backed, 
and fo: the moſt part evil mannered. Foz 
daturn maketh them malicious, deccitful, 
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and craftp, delighting to be alone, regarding 
no man, without all friendſhip. Pot very 
turious about their meats, great dꝛinkers, 
and oftentimes great eaters; continnally 
diſquieted with cares and miſerics, never 
fre from them, full of heavp and fearful 
thoughts and imaginations, loving fennes 
and ſtanding waters, living filthily, flow 
aid rare of ſpeech, cold of nature, weak 
bodied, ſickly, ofa low voice, hoarſe, and 
ſrutting, lightly en vping other, and whom 
they hate, they perſecute continually with⸗ 
out remiſſion. Their delight is to build, to 
plant, plow, and all things that will conti⸗ 
nue, having no great pleaſure in women, 
and therefoꝛe ſeldome having childzen, but 
dying without iſſue. Uonderful defenders 
and keepers of their Liberty, judging it er⸗ 
tream evil and miſery to ſerve and be in 
bondage, delighting in black, and therefoꝛe 
clothing themſelves ther ewith, full of ſu⸗ 
ſpition and fear, giving great regard unto 
dꝛeams: and thus far of Saturnius. That 
woman that hath five oz ſix lines in the firſt 
jopnt of the middle-finger running down- 
ward, ſhall bear a ſon which ſhall be aParcit 
Alſo that man which hath a ſtar in the ſame 
joynt, ſhall either kill oz be killed.

al. But if there be other lines dzawn over⸗ 
thwart them, oz that they divide one ano- 
ther, it ſignifieth the clean contrary.

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the ſame lines do not touch c2 divide the o⸗ 

ther, it is a god token th.t he ſhall ; ver com 
and tread down all his ene mies. The which 
if they neither touch the finger, neither be 
ec nully placed from the table⸗line, but hang 
ing between, a ꝛding tothe alteration of 
the lines; they note the change of eſt ate ind 
life. Alſo nanp lender red lines in the ſame 
hill, do thew a wiſe and a merry man: the 
which lines if they be crooked and red, beto⸗ 
ken diſcaſes wherewith a man is pzeſently 
vered and troubled : if they be pale, pain is 
al-cady pit. Again, if they divide them- 
ſelves like a S. Andrews croſs, ſtretthed 
from the tavlc-line to the firſt jopnt; it ſig⸗ 
nificth 1 pꝛovident and cirumſpect man in 
doing his buſineſs. There is alſo another 
token pzonouncing koꝛtanate things, eſpeci⸗ 
ally in getting honour and dignitp, and all 
things pertaining to vertue, liberalitp, and 
wiſdeme which arc *w3 crooked lines, e⸗ 
gually diſtant going f::m the w:clt, as you 
may perce ive by this figure. 


Palmeſtry. 


Alſo many lines in the hand of a woman 
about the upper jopnt uning together, do 
ſhew the ſame. And mc2cover, that the ſhall 
be had in reverence, and made rich by her 
husbands : alſo they ſhew her to be devout, 
but not to lead a monaſtical life. o likes 
wiſe, if they be in the ſecond joynt, FS 
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clare that ſhe ſhall always be had in reputa⸗ 
tion and h.nour , but amongſt them of her 
own ſtock. Always they ſiantfie riches, as 
well in men, as in w- men. But they are e⸗ 
vil if they ſtreteh to the hill of the Sun.

CHAP. XII. 
Of the hill and Finger of Mercury, and of 
his Nature. 


mm. 


He hill of the car-finger , oz rather of 

Mercury, is between the little -finger 
and the table⸗line. It is greatly{matcrial 
whether it is plain without inciſions 02 
veins. Foz it being well coloured, without 
w2inckles , ſheweth a conſtant minde in a 
man, in a maid integrity. A ſlender line ri⸗ 
ſing at the table to the rot of the hill, beto⸗ 
keneth liberality. Alſo manp ſuch lines be⸗ 
ginning between the table-linc and the little 
finger, ſignifieth ſo many marriages as 
there be lines. Potwithſtanding, the length, 
colour , and ficnderneſs of them muſt be 
marked; foz the pale lines fignifle marria⸗ 
ges paſt; the long and well coloured, then to 
come. It happeneth often, ſome of them to 
be groſs and verp red, wherebp thou ſhalt 
judge 
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judge a lyar, a thief, anda robber, and one 
dcfiled with all kinde of miſchief. Now it 
there be a croked line, as it were a circle 
going from that finger to the middle-finger, 
it declareth an excellent wit and diſpoſitt- 
on,in whom there 1s great hope that he will 
be apt and pzompt to all kinde of affairs. 
If there be ſmall croked lines in the upper 
part of the liftle-finger in the hand of a wo⸗ 
man, it ſheweth a condition pꝛoper to all 
women, which is pride, much talk and bab⸗ 
ling, with inconſtancy. And this fo2 the 
moſt part is the Phyſiognomy of all the Mer- 
curians, mean coloured, between black and 
white; high foꝛe⸗head, round face, fair eyes 
like a cat, black and thin beard, flender bo⸗ 
dp, comely ſtature, thin lips, ſharp noſe, ſhꝛil 
voice; x readp, a quick motion and ſtirring. 
If thou wilt fozeknow this by the hill, if it 
be full of ſtraight lines, he is alſo of a pꝛeg⸗ 
nant wit, bold, a whozemonger, faithful, 

ready to lye , a lover of his own ſecs, a ha⸗ 
ter ok ſuperſtition, not regarding temples 
no: oꝛacles; apt to all ſcience, Machemarical 
and Geometry. Finally, a man fit foz all aſ- 
' ſays, aDodo2, a Poet, endued with the 
knowledge of tongues, a ſearcher of ſecrets, 
| a Philoſopher, hearty, modeſt, but full of 
| Wozds, 
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hurting no man, dclighting in the cleaneſt 
hady-crafts, as in painting and ſuch like. 
Albeit, he is moze vered with ſickneſs, and 
troubled with deluſions of ſpirits, then o 
ther men.

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There be alſo certain tokens, whereot the 
firſt in the firſt joynt doth declare a man to 
be ſtudious, chiefly of Rhetorick, arrogant, 
pꝛoud and of a ripe wit. That in the ſecond 
joynt although it vary from the firſt, pet 
hath it the ſame effect; ſheweth an excellent 
Pꝛeacher oꝛ Oꝛatoz: if it ſtand overthwart, 
he is troubled with ſundry pallions, hoꝛrible 
d:cams, and evil fantaſies. If in the third 
joynt there be a croſs, it is a ſure ſigne ot 
paverty and neceſſity, And this is ſuffi- 
cient of Mercury, although the figure do not 
contain all the ſignes, yet we have deſcri⸗ 
bed the chiekeſt and pꝛincipal; foz who can 
compꝛehend ſo many ſozts of lines, and to⸗ 
kens of ſo divers diſpoſitions in ſo (mall a 
rom 2 We have left nothing out in the 
Canon oꝛ Rule], which might be to any ef- 
fect 02 purpole, 
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CHAP. XIII. 

Of the uiter part of the triangle, and of 
them over whom the Moon hath power 
and dominion. 


Irſt of all, X will declarc what the Chy- 

romancers call the utter part cf thc 
Triangle: it is the ſame which by the 
common nam is called the line of the 
Stomack cz Liver; which riſing at the 
tail of the linc of like, teuching the mean 
natural, malicth a triangle, ik there be 
not let in the nativity. Albeit, J know 
in ſome it deth not joyn; pet it is not to 
be left out; foꝛ it is fcund to be of as much 
fozcc as all the ether: foꝛ if it make a per⸗ 
f: kriangle with the mean natural and 
line 
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linc of life, it heweth the flouriſhing 
health and pꝛoſperity both of body and 
minde. Ik it happen to be dark coloured, 
and full of points, it ſheweth the ill di⸗ 
geſtion of the ſtemack, mozphew, col- 
lick; flegm, binding of the belly, pain 
of the lomack and ribs, and ſpecially if 
it be pale. But ik it be well d;awn, 
ruddy, nærer the line of life then the mid⸗ 
dle natural, it betokeneth pam in ths 
head; if contrariwiſe it be neerer the 
middle natural, it ftanificth the inflamma- 
tion of the lungs , annexed with a fervent 
ague, the cough, and ſtink ok the mouth. 
Alſo, ſuch ajcircle in the place of the 
Moon, © altheugh it ſem to be but a rift, 
vet it bctokeneth the leſs of one epeʒif there. 
be two © ©, the lels of both epes: which 
thing J have p2ved true by my own 
hurt. Likewife a far in the ſame place, 
ſignifieth a wicked and nuſchievous man. 
If you deſire to know the Phyſ\neniy of 
the Lunaticks, they be whitely facct, with 
ſome red, their bzows jopned together, 
their face and cheeks blown, wacqual: 
eyed, ſomewhat black, peradventure max-: 
ked in the face, unthꝛifty, ſickly, unſtable, 
low, koliſh, pw; in voͤuth, in the ſecond.

patient, a murderer, a boaſter, a mocker, 
perjured, and a ccunterkeiter of all things 
that may be counterfeited.

Ou that we have fully pꝛo⸗ 
Nvpoſed, and alſo fully deter⸗ 
DP mined, as well to inſtruct, 
as to indurce and allure the 
ſtudious and defirous to the 
tudiea and knawledge cf Aſtrologie, and that 
there be many things to be obſerved and 
marked therein; as the ſituation and placing 
of the Houles, and the judgements of the 
Horoſcope: we think npw-oncly to remain 
neceſſary ts treat 82 ſpeak of the Faces oz 
Triplicities of the Signes, and of their 

2k and effec in cvery degree. Fo2 the Sun, 
and every other Planet , have divers and 
lundꝛy effeas-in each Degre and Face, 
wozking one thing in the firſt Triplicitp, 
another in the ſecond, and a far vifferent and 
tentrarp operation in the third Fare. The 
which that vou may the better underſtand, 
every Signe is divided into 30 Degrees. 
Lhe ſame zo being parted again into ther 
W 4 parts, 
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parts, the firſt part o2 oꝛder to Io, doth make 
the firſt Face oz Triplicitp: and all which 
cometh between 10 and 20, if attributes to 
the ſecond : and th. which remaineth to the 
zo degre,ts added to the third Face. And in 
this manner mulk you divide all the other 

Signes: and theſe degrees,as thep increaſe 
in number, ſo do they in foꝛce and ſtrength. 
Ho toward the end they be of leſs power 
then they were in the beginning oꝛ midſt of 
the Triplicity, and eſpecially in the laſt 
Faces oꝛ Triplicities. 

Theſe notes, and others, we have buteflp 
d2awn oz taken out of Abraham, Haly, Alca- 
bitius Firmicus, and ſuch others. Mherefoze, 
if any Zoylus oz envious perſon will objca 
02 demand why we joyn theſe things to our 
doings : we anſwer, that thoſe learned men 
did not fully and diſkincly wzite the whole 
effects, which a perfect A ſtrologician might 
altogether do; but rather to admoniſh their 
own diſciples and ſcholars, then to teach o⸗ 
thers. And theſc things being thus touch⸗ 
ed, we will pꝛoc ed to fpeak of Aries.

He Sun in Aries, which is the firſt and 
paincipal Signe amongſt the Twelve,

The Prefacc. 


he fooliſh and unadviſed ſoꝛt 
of Phyſitians which in theſe 
our days we ſe (o much to 
advance themſelves, and 
claim unto themſelves the 
ſupzemacy over us, albert 
they be commanded by their Authozs not to 
take 1n hand fo cure any man , withont ha- 
bing reſpec to the ſfars: So far arc they di⸗ 
{tant from the true knowledge of Phyſtck, 
which are ignoꝛant of Altrology , that they 
ought not rightly to be called Phyſitians, 
but deceivers. Powbeit, it is now come to 
this point, that amongK a hundꝛed pou ſhall 
IF 2 ſcarce- 
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ſcarcely finde one, the which can truly di; 
ſern what time every medicine ought to be 
miniſtred. 

The which no marvel, fo2 how can they 
finde any time to beſtow oꝛ occupy them- 
fclves in Altiology , which have no leaſure 
to read Galen 62 Fhppocrates, but do all 
things a head oꝛ unadviſcdly by certain pe- 
ſcript receipts: Like as there was a certain 
no fimple) man at Moguntia, whom pou 
weuld have judged to have bren the third 
Caro, og another Gilcn , ik that gravity 
would help any thing thercunto. This man 
being moſt rude and unlcarned, uſcd two 
reccipts, from whence he had dzawn them 
J know not, There was in them 313. of 
):lichorus. oz ſo much Scomony, fo purge the 
wont. Theſe he miniſtred by courſe, with- 
cut having reſpec either to the complexion 
oe ſickneſs by the which vain feiftes, hc 
ſcraped together ſo much mony, that being 
dead, ha left behind him 3000 gilders. He 
judacd the whole cſfec of this ſcience to 
conſiſt in loſing of the belly, Such cffect 
hath zuthouty à boldneſs in phyſick. Thefe 
ſeꝛt of rude and greſs men, the which dif- 
dain to learn, we will neither admoniſh, 
noꝛ yct reduce into the right way. But 2 
others

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athers which intend hereafter to be Playhri- 
ans We will pꝛeſcribe certain — 
by, ſetting apart all old vain trifles, they 
may learn from above to help the patient 
and dilcaſsd. 562 it hath bien many times 
erperimented and pꝛweo, that that which 
many Ppytnans could not cure oz remedy 
with their greateit and ſtrengeſt medi⸗ 
tines, te Altoomer hath batught to 
paſs with one ſimple heart, by obſerving the 
moving of the ſignes, the which we have 
wholly divided in Canons. 


He firſt Canon. There be four ſignes, 

the which behold oz govern each in⸗ 
ward parts of a man, the which Phyutians 
do call the ſpiritual members. Theſe arg 
Cancer, Leo Virgo, and Livia. Of theſe, Can- 
cer beholdcth the Liver, the Lungs, and the 
heart⸗ſtrings. Leo governeth the Stomack, 
and the mouth theresf, - Vigo the nether 
part of the Stomack, the beily, the midziſk, 
and the bowels. Libra hath reſpec to the ne- 
ther part of the belly, the LIyns, and Ye 
Havil. 

The ſecond Canon. Cancer which caberns 
eth the Lungs, engendꝛeth the Tough, the 
Pertiſies and Pluriſie. Leo cauſcth Im⸗ 

I 4 poſt- 
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poſthames, Jaundies, Feavers, and Peſti⸗ 
lence. Virgo the ſwelling of the belly, the 
D20pſie, and hardneſs of the belly, and Col- 
lick. Libra cauſeth the exulceration of the 
bowels, pain in the belly, and about the ſmall 
of the back: and chiefly if the ſignes afo2c- 
ſaid happen into thoſe houſes which are na- 
turally evil. Such as are the ſixth houſe, 
the eighth and twelth houſe from the aſccn- 
dent 02 Horoicope. 

The third Canon. He that is boꝛn under 
Taurus foz the molt part ſhall be in peril by 
poyſon, witchcraft, eꝛ the Collick : and ſpe⸗ 
ctally in the fatal pts, which are the 6,8, 
18, 20, 23, 44. acco2ding fo the revoluti⸗ 
on of every twelfth yer , beginning at the 
eight peer of the Nativity. And becaule 
that Taurus doth govern the th2oat , they do 
alſo refer unto him the ſquinancy and all 
impoſthumes and biles, which happen in 
the thꝛote: the which when the expert Phy- 
ſitian doth underſtand and know, let him 
take heed that he miniſter not unadviſedly. 

Fo: this is almoſt a general rule, that the 
Sun, oz rather the Moon, being in any ſigne 
which beholdeth any member vered oꝛ diſ- 
calcd, during that revolution there be no 
1:11 £275 mimiſtred thereunto, oz elſe that 
if 
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it be miniſtred in ſuch ſozt , not to care 02 
heal, but to comfoꝛt and nouriſh, left that it 
decline into a woꝛſe eſtate, until ſuch time 
as the Sun be removed out 'of that ſigne. 

The fourth Canon. They which are 
much vered oz troubled with the Strangul⸗ 
lion oꝛ ſtone, oꝛ with any ſuch kinde of diſ⸗ 
eaſes, moſt commonly are bozn, the Sun be- 
ing in Aries 02 Gemini. 

They that have Piſces 
in their aſcendant, oz are boꝛn under Piſces, 
arc in danger of hot infirmities; as hot. 
fcavers, gnawing of the belly, and poyſon, 
becauſe of Libra and his Loꝛd of the eighth 
houſc. Theſe diſeaſes ſhall partly happen 
by harlots and evil women, and ſpgctally in 
the 44,56, 7 8 pers, in the which he ſhall be 
in great danger of death. UWherefoze, the 
wiſe Phyſitian ought carefully to obſerve 
thoſe things. There be alſo certain evil 
times and pers of a mans life, which are 
at every ſeven yeers end; ſo that every ſe⸗ 
venth veer is perilous. M herefoꝛe if thou 
wilt pꝛolong the days of thy lile, as often as 
thou comeſt to every 7 oz 9 yer, ( if thou 
giveſt any credit to Martilius Ficinus 02 Kr- 
micus ) diligently conſult with an Aſtrono- 
mer, from whence, and by what means any 
peril 
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peril oz danger may happen oz come unto 
th; then either go unto a Phytician, oz uſe 
diſcretion t temperance, and by that meang 
thou maiſt defer and pꝛolong thy natural 
end, thꝛaugh the rules of Altronomy and the 
help of the Phytician. Acither be athamed to 
enquire of the phyſitian what is thy natural 
diet; and of the Aitronomer, what ſtar doth 
malt ſuppo:t and favour thy life, and to ſe 
in what aſpec he is with the Moon. Likes 
wiſe, in the beginning of thy ſtcknets to 
behold the Sun in the day, and the Moon in 
the night. They, ik they bs lctted oꝛ hindꝛed, 
there mult great herd oz diligence be had 
upon the patient. The like is to be fcared 
in all ſicaneſs, when the Moon and theLo:d 
of the aftendant be letted in the 8 houle, 
which is called the houſe of death. Fo2 in 
ſuch caſe it is paſt all hope, without the 
great diligence and labour of the expert and 
wile Jo hyſitian. Theſe and many other ſuch 
like things, the wile and learned Phiſitian 
ought diligently to obſerve x take hd unto. 

The ſixth Canon. Leo in the eighth houſe 
cngendꝛeth to him that is bozn under Capri- 
corn theſc kinde of diſeaſes; that is to ſay, 
gnawing ok the ſtomack, the pluriſie, the 
ccuah, inllamatior of the liver, and i mpoſt⸗ 
humes 
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huncs of the ſtomack. Wherefoze in curing 
o: helping thereof, vou muſt eſchew wedneſ⸗ 
day, becauſe af u, the ſirth hauſe ; ſunday, 
becauſe of 1 in the eighth houſc, and thurſ- 
day, becauſe of Sagittarius in the vii. houſe. 
The ſeventh Tanen. Cancer cauſeth the 
inflammation cf the lunas, wary a fer vent 
ague. The Sun being in Sagictarius, engen⸗ 
dꝛeth likewiſe the Etiucn. and ſwelling of the 
lungs. But and if Sacurnus be in Sagittari- 
us, it cauſeth the lwelling of the ret, „ and 
the gout. Saturnus in Cancer cauſcth the pain 
of the Tods, ſtones, and pꝛivp members. 
The eighth Canon. Scorpio engendꝛeth 
the gout in the hand, the Scutica, and ſomes 
time the pain in the head. If Saturn be in 
Scorpio,tt cauleth alſo pain under the ancle: 
whercfo2e let this diet be uled, not to waſh 
their heads upon a tuelday, neither uſe any 
hat baths, the Sun being in Aries, leſt they fal 
into a continual head ach, fo: that they (hall 
be in great danger of frenzy oz amiels. 
Ind fo2 becauſe that the evil days, months 
and pers, are to obſerved and taken hed of; 
let them abſtain fpectally from hot things. 
The foꝛtunate days foꝛ the cure and help of 
ſuch as are infected with that kinde of me⸗ 
lancholy,arc thurſday , mundap, and ſunday. 
The infoꝛtunate davs are tueldax and wed⸗ 
nel dap, 
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neſday. And foꝛ ſo much as Scorpio doth be- 
hold the pꝛivy members, they ought net to 
be miniſtred unto, the Sun being in Scorpio. 

The ninth Canon. They that have Virgo 
in their Horolcope , oꝛ elſe are bozn under 
Virgo.foz the moſt part have the natural in⸗ 
firmity of the legs o2 feet ſwollen, the legs 
running with coꝛrupt and filthy matter, oz 
elſe the cye-lids oz cheeks full of pi mples. 
In like wiſe great pain in the head, th2ough 
the erhalation of humours out of the feet un⸗ 
to the head. The which pains are ſon al- 
layed and appeaſed by cutting the ſwelling 
of the feet. And ſo much the rather, if Sa- 
turn be in Virgo at the time of Nativity. 
Whercfoze if thou diligently conſider it, 
thou ſhalt perceive and ſe it to be a natural 
diſeaſe, and foꝛ the moſt part incurable. And 
therefoꝛe onely to be avoided and put off by 
the natural obſervation of the ſignes. Such 
ought to abſtain from hot-houſes, whether 
they be to waſh o2 ſweat in: which ik they 
cannot altogether eſchew, let them abſtain 
tuel days and ſaturdays, and the evil months 
and prers befoꝛe pꝛeſcribed; becauſe that at 
thoſe times moꝛe then at anp other, thep do 
moſt vehemently pour out their miſchick 
and porſon. Let them alſo refrain from all 

Autumnal kruits. 

The 
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Tae tenth Canon. The infoztunate 
days unto ſuch as are boꝛn under Leo, are 
ſaturday and thurſ dap; the which thing mult 
be taken herd of in their diet; foꝛ all ſharp 
and peppered meats are hurtful fo2 them. 
Pozeover,they may take no dꝛink oz purga- 
tions. And in like caſe when the Sun re- 
moveth out of Leo . and cometh unto Capri- 
corn 02 Piices , they muſt abſtain from all 
kind of ſalt-fiſh, and diminution oz letting 
of blood, 

The eleventh Canon. If that any man 
chance to fall ſick, the Sun being in Aries, 
and thou be admitted oz called foꝛ Phyſiti- 
and; underſtand that he in eſpecial engen⸗ 
dꝛeth the pains of the head, and deafneſs 
thereof, with the dulneſs of ſight, Mhere⸗ 
foze beware that thou miniſter no hot baths 
oꝛ ſtews, becauſe of Mars, and ſpecially in 
October, when the Sun poſſeſſsth Scorpio, 
neither gi ve him in his diet any mutton, 
rams fleſh, oʒ lamb; neither ſuffer him to 
walh his head upon the tueſdays oꝛ wedneſ⸗ 
days, becauſe of Mercury being Lo2d of Vir- 
go in the 6 houſe , whereas Mars alſo doth 
paivily rejopse, and Scorpio is the eighth 
houſe, fo2 then they pꝛolong the ſickneſs, not 
mely becauſe the ſixth houſe in —_— — 

CK⸗ 
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ficknsſs , as alſo that Virgo is a ſigne cold 
and dy, carthly and melancholy. Natwiths 
Kanding, this hope remaineth, that the pas 
tient ſhall not depart. And albeit *corpio, 
as is afozelaid, be in the eighth houſe, which 
is the manſion of death; becauſe that Mars 
is Loꝛd of the ſame ſigne, it pꝛevaileth no⸗ 
thing; foz no evil planet is nopſom oz hurt⸗ 
ful in his pꝛoper manſion oz houſe ; and ſuch 
Kinde of men moſt of all, ſhall be without 


peril of the ſwozd. Wherefoze after his re⸗ 


coverp oꝛ amendment, you mult warn the 
patient that he do not take in hand any jour- 
ney, the Sun being in Pitces, which is the 
twelfth houſe fror.s the / ioroſcope. 

Oꝛ elſe not to have to do with notar ies oꝛ 
ſcribes, gravers oz goldſmiths.Alſo that he 
abſtain from women, and hozſes. Foz by all 
theſe things infirmity oz ſickneſs may hap⸗ 
pen unto him, by reaſon of the firt houſe, 


which is the houſe of ſickneſs; and chiefly in 


_ the Sun having his courſe in V rgo. 

The twelfth Canon. In like manner, 
the number cf the yeers of the patient are 
diligently to be obſer ved and marked; foz 
always every eighth and ninth ver are 
moztal and deadly, and are called of the A- 
ſtronomers, the perileus time af a maus life 
at 
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at cvery ſeven vers end. The cauſe ther e⸗ 
of, is the great mutation and change of the 
bodics that happeneth in thoſe vers. Foz 
Saturn, which in the other peers is far di⸗ 
{ant from us, is then joyned to the Moon, 
which is the loweſt planet of all. Whcere- 
foze you mult always obſerve in the revolu⸗ 
tion of the peers,theaſpecs of thoſc planets, 
and thereby judge whether there be any 
danger toward the patient oꝛ not, o2 whe⸗ 
ther Saturn @ Mars which alſo governeth e- 
very ninth prer, be in ſtrength o2 power to 
woꝛk their malice upon us, ax elſe if that 
any ged oz favourable planet have the rule 
q dominion over him. And by this means 
thou ſhalf not onely put away the fickneſs, 
but alſo thzough the engines of Aſtronemꝑ 
defer and pzolong the fatal end and death. 
The thirteenth Canon. Always the diet 
of the patient is to be enquired, ſecondly the 
Horolcope of the Nativity, and then by a ft- 
gure ercd to behold the ſtars of the planets, 
and by the ſituation of them in their houſes 
to know their ſtrength and operation, with 
the canſes of the infirmity, and the Lozd of 
the birth ; and ſo by the contrary qualities 
of the figncs, to dꝛive away the dileaſe, as 
we will declare hereafter by examples. Th

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F The fourteenth Canon. Furthermoze, 


pou muſt note and mark every ſeventh day, 
and the courſes. Foz thereby is life o2 death 
to be loked oz hoped foꝛ: but which be thoſe 
Critical days,we have referred to be learned 
of the Phyſician. Fozaſmuch as examples 
do molt inſtruct and teach, we have annexed 
one. It may happen peradventure, that in 
the beginning of the ſickneſs the Moon be 
in Aries, which is a hot and dzy ſigne, and ac⸗ 
coꝛding to his nature, doth in flame the diſ⸗ 
eaſes. Mere thou maiſt ad moniſh the ſick 
perſon to be patient, and that his pain will 
be delaped at the ſeventh dap, at which time 
the Moon will be removed into Cancer. Foz 
Cancer being cold and moiſt, and being a 
quartile aſpect unto Aries except the ſickneſs 
be very furtcus, will moderate the ſame 
thzough his coldneſs and moiſtneſs. The 
which thing if thou diligentlp attend and 
mark , thou ſhalt ſwn perceive and under⸗ 
tand. And in like ſoꝛt thou muſt wozk by 
the other ſignes, conſidering how by ſignes 
of like nature, diſeaſes are augmented and 
increaſed, and by the centraries they be cu⸗ 
red and hol pon. | 

The fifteenth Canon. In like wiſe the 
ſecond number ol days is to be obſerved and 
marked, 
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marked, which is "the fourteenth day, the 
which doth give a certain and deter minate 
judgement by means of the full Moon, not 
ſo much fo2 the Crits, as fo2 the influence of 
the Moon, being then in oppoſition. As Arics 
and Libra, Taurus and Scorpio. 

The ſixteenth Canon. The medicines 
themſelves have likewiſe their pꝛoper 
ſignes, neither are they indifferently to be 
miniſtred at all times. Fo2 ſome ſerve foz 
gargles, ſome foꝛ Suffumigations, and other 
ſome fo2 pot ions oꝛ dꝛinks. V herefoꝛe to 
avoid tediouſneſs , J will compzehend all 
theſe in one Canon. The Moon being in A- 
ries. Leo, and Sagittarius. it is giod to coꝛro⸗ 
boꝛate and ſtrengthen the vertue attractive 
in a man. 

The ſeventeenth Canon. - Under Virgo 
and Taurus, the vertue retentive, the dige⸗ 
geſtive in Gemini Libra. and Capricorn, gar⸗ 
gles, vomits, and Suſfumigations, are to 
be miniſtred the Moon being in Aries, and 
ſometi me onely gargles in Taurus,laxatives 
by dꝛink in Scorpio, by Eleauary in Cancer, 
by pills (ik you will) in Pilces in Gemini, 
and Aquarius, all comfoztable medicines are 
to be received and taken. In Libra, oz Scor- 
pio, ſuppoſitozies oz gliſters.

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The eighteenth Canon. An the mini⸗ 

89807 of Purgatious, there is great reſpeg 
to be had unto the Moon, and her aſpeds. 

Foz ſhe being in Cancer and having a 
trine oz ſextile aſpect with Venus, it is god 
to purge choler;having the like aſpces with 
the Sun, it is god to purge flcgur; and with 
Jupiter, melancholp, either by pi ls, oz by gob- 
bets, called of thc Phyſitians Boly. But if 
thou wilt purge by dunks, uſe the ſame aſ- 
pects in Scorpio and ukewiſe in Piſces fo: 
miniſtring of pills. And it that two planets 
at one time be in the aſpeds atozeſawd with 
the Moon two purgations may be talicn at 
once. As fo; exaunple, if the Moon be at ane 
time a trine o2 ſertile aſpect with Venus and 
the dun, you may purge both cholcr and 
flegm together. 

The nineteenth Canon. Such as habe in 
the rat of their nativity, Mars in Arics. 02 
on his triplititp, are cholerick, foꝛ the moſt 
part in danger of hot fevers, by abwidauce 
of choler; Phꝛzenſte, puſhes, o: biles coming 
of blood; ſcurvy, itch, burnings, and ſuch 
diſeaſes as conſume and cat the ficſh ; the 
holy firc. The which viſcaſcs, if they cannot 
utterly be avoided and eſchewed, the Phyii- 
tian oz Chyrurgion mult take diligent hed 
that 
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that he may dꝛive away the diſeaſes by the 
rules of qualities of the ſignes befoze ex- 
pꝛelled. 

The twentieth Canon. The like is to be 
under ſtod of all thoſc with Mercury, evil 
placed in the houſe of Mars; the which when 
thou percetvelt in any nativitygudge there- 
by hot fevers , pimples riſing of blod, the 
canker, the kings-evil, and holy fire, dark- 
neſs of the eyes, ſuſfocation, and mozeover, 
hozrible and fearful thoughts and verations 
of minde , except there come any tempera⸗ 
ment unts the Moon, either in the ſignes 02 
places appointed unto Venus, and ſpectally 
in cholerick men. 

The one and twentieth Canon. The in⸗ 
firmities of the fleg mati ck, are of another 
ſoꝛt, foꝛ nnto them happencth moſt common- 
ly the agues called Quoridians.and are much 
| vexed with cold; the which is perceived by 
the urine, which koꝛ the molt part is thiek 
aud raw.Wherefoze ſuch mult uſe exerciſe 
and labour, and abſtain from all fat fleſh and 
{wine fleſh, alſo from cher ſe and milk, and 
from the marrow and bꝛains of beaſts. 

The two and twentieth Canon. Saturn 
with the Moon, engendꝛeth the falling ſick⸗ 
nels, black choler, lepꝛoſie and fiſtula. * 
K 2 8 
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ſo the mozphew, gout, and oftentimss ſud⸗ 
dain pangs. 

The which diſeaſes when they happen, 
are leaſurely and gently to be dealt withal, 
neither mapeſt thou in ſuch caſe ſtrive a- 
gainſt the planets; except the medicine be 
ſuch as will cndeavour with all foꝛce and 
ſkrenath, to expel and dꝛi ve away the ſtck⸗ 
neſs, and pull it up clean by the roots. Alſo 
if any man be boꝛn at the time of the con- 
junctions of the dun and Moon alwaps that 
nativity is judged evil, foꝛ it maketh men 
when they come to age, danger culiy afflicted 
as it were with evil ſpirits, fo be ſickly, in⸗ 
clined tothe falling ſickneſs , to madneſs, 
and ſuch kinde of diſeaſes, as may hardly 
and difficultly be curcd by the Phyſittan. 

The th:e& and twentieth Canon. Yeu 
zap alſo judge by the courſe of the Sun, the 
ckneſs which we are in danger of, if that 
mark the moneth in which the man is 
zn. As fo2 example, the man bozn under 
Scorpio ſhall be indamaged with ths diſeaſes 
cf the ſhoulders, the geut in the hands, and 
the contracicn, oꝛ convulſion of the hands 
oꝛ fingers. If it be a woman, it cauſeth the 
pain in the ſpleen and ſtomack. Likewiſe, 
they which are boꝛn under Cancer, ſhall be 
vered 
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vered with a dꝛy ſcurvy iteh, o2 roughneſs 
of skin, biles, and puſhes, The women with 
the gnawing in the bowels, and perils by 
waters. Taurus bꝛingeth the infir mities as 
bout the thꝛoat, and many other verations 
of the body, and ſpeciallp in the evil months 
and peers pꝛeſcribed. Allo Leo cauſcth the 
pains of the ſtomack. And Aquarus engen- 
dzeth quotidian feavers, as we have bꝛiefly 
tcuched befoꝛe. 

The four and twentieth Canon. This is 
alſo to be noted no lcſs pꝛentable unto the 
ſick man then unto the Phyſitian, that is to 
ſay, if that the patient have Sarurn o2 Mars 
in the ſeventh houſe, it is not convenient 


to meddle, neither with phyſitian noꝛ phys 


ſick, altheugh the Loꝛd of the houſe be ne⸗ 
ver ſo unfoztunate : fo2 ſo Galen thought it 
met. Alſo if the Phyſitian be Saturnine x 
Martial, ſuch as is the patient, it is appꝛov 
and known, that theſe kinde of men are bo 
fo: the deſtruction of mankinde. Foꝛ it i 
unpollible that they ſhould ever cure o2 help 
02 bꝛing any thing pzoſperouſly to paſs, ex⸗ 
cept peradventure amongſt pꝛophane and 
ruſtital people. Such a one as we have 
known, a man ſarely well learned and in 


great reputation amongſt Noblomen , in 
whom 
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whom there wanted nothing as touching 
the Art oꝛ Science, howbeit being admit- 
ted either to Pꝛieſts, Noblemen, o2 ec cleſi⸗ 


aſtical rulers, his labour and knowledge 


was always kruſtrate and in vain, and 
bꝛought the moſt part of them to their end; 
but contr ar iwiſe, amongſt the pꝛophane and 
rude ſoꝛt, he did cures without any difficul⸗ 
ty oꝛ pain. Mereby pou map perceive, as 
well in this, as in all other things, ol what 
fo:ce and ſtrenath the planets are. And this 
dare J be bold to pꝛofeſs, that whoſoever 
hath Mars conjoyned with Venus in the 6 
houſe, he ſhal be an excellent Phyſitian. And 
ſuch kinde of men ought not to give them- 
ſelves to any other kinde of learning 02 
knowledge. J could rchearſe unto certain 
grave menPhyſitians wttneſles hereof, un- 
to whom it is a ready andeaſte matter to 
cure and help; yea, even without any pain 
on labeur. And again, otherſome nnto whom 
it is ſo difficult and hard, chat with all their 
pollible endeavour they can ſcarcely bꝛing 
any thing to paſs, whoſe names we will 
Heep in ſilence, leſt we may ſ&m to back- 
bite o2 ſlander any man. Thus we have 
bucfly ſpoken, not herebp to expound all 
things, which canndt be done in ſo few 

Fo wo2ds; 
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wo2ds ; but to miniſter occaſion unto Por” 
ſtians, t at of and 3 
ntiliky an pz f Aſtronomy 5 the iy 
with their whole power and benny env 
bace the ſanie, and thereby learn not onely 
the pzeſcript rules of men to help the diſ⸗ 
caſed ; but alſo by their own wit and ingen y 
to put away the diſcaſts, even without me- 
ditines; fb2 every ſitk man is not of that 
ſo2k, that he can bear ſalves oꝛ medicines ; 
ſoꝛ ſome by diet, and others by obſervations 
of the ſignes may be cured and holpen. 
Scoꝛn us who will, we utterly have watten 
theſe things of a ſincere mind and affection, 
intending ſhoꝛtly to (ct foꝛth greater things. 
But firſt we thought it god to derlare the 
things in general, and afterward the ſum 
and effect whereon the matter dependeth.

very little oꝛ nothing at all to 
the other planets, but do collocate and ſet 
the whale ſum and power of Aſtrology in 
them two onely. TWWherefoze let every 
man underſtand and know, as much ver⸗ 
tue and fozce to be in them two, as in all 
the other. And that the Sun hath the 
whole power and governance in the day, 
and 
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and the Moon in the night, ſo that it is not 
noedful to have relped to any of the other 
planets. And this is the onely difference 
between natural and artificial Altrology, 
that that thing which artificial Aſtrology 
doth by the ſeveral obſervations of every 
planet and Horoſcope, the ſame doth natu⸗ 
ral Aſtrology bang to paſs by the enely ob⸗ 
ſervation of the motion of the Sun and 
Moon. Oz; elſe they are ſo knit and joyn- 
ed together , that the one without the cther 
cannot well be learned oz under ſtood. 
Wherefoze he ſhall not loſc his labour 
which ſhall joyn them both together, as 
well foz the learning, as foz the pleaſure of 
them; foz the natural hath ſomewhat moꝛe 
delenation then the artificial, albeit the 
other ſem the better.

Judge it but ſuperſtitious and unp2ofita- 
ble to intreat much of the beginning of 

the Nativity, becauſe it doth rather per⸗ 
tain to artificial Altrology; as of the fall 
of the ſced into the womb , and the afcen- 
dant of the hour of Nativity, which (as J 
ſaid) pertaineth to another kinde of ſpecu⸗ 
lation.

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Foz as Prolomy is witneſs, there are as 
great ctfeds and vertues in the Sun, as in all 
the other planets.

Ik any man, be hoꝛn between ther o o I1 
dap of March (when the San conunonly doth 
enter intd Arles) and continneth there 
thꝛough thee decanes oꝛ Faces, unto the r. 
oz xi dar of April; Mars is found I oꝛd in 
the day of nativity, who being by nature fi- 
ery, aud Aries likewiſe doth augment and 
increaſe the heat and ſury , and all other c- 
bil diſpoſitions, moꝛe then ik he had been in 
an earthly o2 watery ſigne. 
Saturnus wher eſoe ver he be, and ſpeeially 
in the 6, 8, oz 12 houſe, is the authoz of all 
milcries, calamities, labour, and ſickneſs: 
Venus being temperate, cauſetha man — 
E 
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be a lover of women, of plays, ſongs, 4 ban- 
quets, and al things pertaining unto mirth. 

Mercury is the miniſter and gi ver of wiſ⸗ 
dom and 8 laws, rhctozick, ſubtile 
wozks, merchandice, and ſuch like. 

The Moon cauſeth madneſs, unſtedfaſt⸗ 
neſs, moiſtneſs, and flough. 

Juprer in the angles is the authoꝛ of bcau- 
ty, riches. honour, andrule, 

The Sun in the aſcendant,o2 w the — 
maketh a great and honourable perſon; . 
and had in reputation amongſt pꝛinces and 
great men. 

The ſigns alſo cauſing beautp are Gemim, 
Libra, Virgo and the firſt part of Sagircarius. 

Wozkers of mean beauty, Scorpio, Ca- 
pricorn. and Pilces. 

Barren ſignes are Gemini, Leo, Virgo. 

Cauſing defegion oz lack of childzen, A- 
ries, Taurus, Libra, Sagittarius, Capricorn, 
and Aquarius. 

Pean and without voice, Cancer, Scor- 
pio, Piſces. 

Piniſtring reaſon, Virgo, Libra, Aqua- 
rius, Gemini. 

The qualities of the ſignes I judge are 
well enough known. 

Aries, Leo. and Sagittarius, are hot and dap.

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T aurus, Virgo, Capricorn, are melancho- 


lick, cold, and dzy. 

Cancer, Scorpio and Pilces, are cold, moiſt, 
and watery. 

Gemini, Libra, Aquarius, are hot, moiſt, 
and ayery. 

And thus always the ſignes agreeing 
in one nature, do make a triplicity. And in 
every planct likewiſe have certain powers 
and eſfecs in their pꝛivate oꝛ pzoper houſes: 
as fo2 example, 


Aries, and Scorpio, are the houſes of Mars. 


Taurus, and Libra, of Venus. 

Gemini. and Virgo, of Mercury. 

Sagittarius and Pilces , are the houſes of 
Jupiter. 

Capricorn, and Aquarius, are attribute to 
Saturn. 

The Sun hath only one houſe, which is Leo. 
The Moon poſſeſſeth alſe Cancer. 
Every ligne hath likewiſe his pꝛoper ſig⸗ 

nification in the creation of the members 
of mans bodp. 
Aries hath of the body of a man, the head, 
and the face. 
Taurus the neck, and the thꝛoat⸗boll. 
Gemini the ſhoulders, arms, and hands. 
Cancer the bꝛeaſt, the heart, ſtcmack,and 
ribs, ſplen, and lungs. Leo 
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Leo the nether part of the ſtomack, back 
and ſides. 

Virgo the belly oz Pidaiff , Diaphragma 
and bowels. 2 

Libra the loyns , the nether part of the 
belly and Navil, 

Scorpio the pꝛivy members, ſfones, blad- 
der, and thighs. 

Sagittarius the buttocks with the apurte⸗ 
nances. And Capricorn theknes. 

Aquarius the legs, Piſces the fit and ſoles. 


Certain worthy notes concerning the 
Sun and Moon: 


Eſt that anp ſhould herein be deceived, 
we think it not mert to be let paſs, con- 
| cerning the Sun and Moon; the which albeit 
they be the chief and pꝛinces of the planets; 
pet are they never Lo2ds of the Nativitp:as 
foz example: If the Moon be in Gemini, oz 
in Cancer, which is her own houſe, when a 
child is bo, pet (hall not the Moon have 
the dominion of the birth, but it hall be im⸗ 
puted fo the Loꝛd of the houſe following. So 
likewiſe if a man be bom the Sun being in 
Leo, which is his pꝛoper houſe ; vet he loſeth 
the dominion of the nativity, and it is de⸗ 
rived unto Mercury, being patron of the next 
L manſion 
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manſton Virgo. Again, the Mon being in 
Virgo, Venus is Lady of the birth, betauſe 


of Libra following, which is the honſe or 


Venus. Netther is it unpꝛofitable to admo⸗ 
niſh you alſo of this, which J perceive eve⸗ 
rywhere to be doubted of, that the evil pla- 
gets, as Saturn and Mars, are not ſo hurtful 
and perntcicus in their own pꝛoper houſes, 
as they be in the manſions of others. J will 
pꝛopound an example of the firlk figne, 
whereby it may appear moꝛe ebidenf. Me 
will ſet the Sun to be in the time of ſome 
nativity tn Aries. whoſe nature you alrcady 
know, and what effec he wozketh being in 
the Horoicope. Then in the erection of the 
figure ,opn Mars with Aries, being Load of 
the houſe ; and thereby judge that he which 
is bozn ſhall live long. Notwithftanding 
Mars, who although he be naught and ill, 
pet doth he not lo much pour out and ſhew 
his malice being in his own houfe, as if he 
were in another houſe, ſaving that in ſtead 
of hurt by'the ſwozp, he thꝛeatueth ferddain 
ſickneſs, becauſe Mars being in Scorpio. the 
8 houle; neither ſhall thoſe ficknefes bꝛing 
death.

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ſzm here utter ly to neglec artificial Aſtro- 
looy , the which we do not deny , but to bs 
ntlite to the underſtanding of the natu⸗ 
ral; wherefoze, we minding to dorlare the 
fozce and ſtrength of the ſignes, we will 
firſt do it by artificial Attrology ; ſo that 
any man lacking Firmicus and his tables, 
having a plain Aſtrolabe, and beholding the 
aſccndant at the hour of the nativity, may 
by theſe (mall inſtructions give judgement. 
And after this in o2der in another phzaſe K 
will do the ſame by natural Altrology, 
which ſhall help the artificial.

[* F any man will peradventure demand 
what operation and effect the Horoſcope in 
Aries doth wozk in us; Firſt of all J admo- 
niſhthem that the ſtars a ſignes do not mo⸗ 
voke oz fozce us to any thing, but onelp doth 
make us pꝛone: and apt; and being ſo apt, 
they do move and ſtir us up unto the things 
we are ſo pzone unto.

It is 
not good herein either to buy , oz ſell, be⸗ 
cauſe of unfaithfulneſs , labour and ſozrow, 
and cſpectally by Mercurials and virgins, 
whom a man ought to eſchew. F922 it heap⸗ 
eth againſt us falſe wifneſs, thievcs,x thoſe 
which ſhall lie in wait foz cur life, men-lay- 
ers bleodſhedders Alſo tumults, ſeditions, 
and factions:and all theſe hall happen by the 
Viiginitts and Mercurials , becauſe that Mars 
as is afoꝛeſaid doth rejoyce in theſe things. 

The 7 is in Libra, which following. by 
and by after the li cknels, is the houſe of mar⸗ 
riage. 
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riage, and of thoſe things which are handled 
about the middle age, as it were equal in ba⸗ 
lance. In this it is god to amend and reco- 
ver things lolt and in deſperation; and be⸗ 
cauſe it is the houſe of perfect enmity , it is 
god to have to do with thine enemies, to be⸗ 
gin wars and debates, and ſpectally foz them 
which have Aries in the aſcendant. 

The eighth manſion is attribute unto 
Scorpio, and is the houſe o2 poꝛtion of death, 
fear, andinheritance of dead men, and of 
cach things as. are done after death. Where: 

o2c take heed that in this ſigne thou take in 
hand nothing, neither enter upon any jour⸗ 
ney, noꝛ commit thy ſelf unto waters, be⸗ 
cauſe that herein he ſhall eaſilp take hurt. 
WM herefoꝛe all battcls, contentions, unjuſt 
cauſes, enmities, and cvil women, are to be 
eſchewed, and ſpectally if they come by in⸗ | 
heritance. 

The ninth is in Sagittarius, the houſe of 
faith, religion, long journeys, wiſoom, phi⸗ 
loſophy, Mathematical ſciences, boks, epi- 
ffles, narrations, meſlages, dꝛea ms, and ru⸗ 
mo2s, which every one have their pꝛoper 
| ffar in the firmament oz Heaven. UWherc- 
| fo:e the Sun # the Moon being i in that houſe, 
it is god to take in hand the things afo:e- 
ſaid, 
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Of Natural Aſtrology, _. 
ſaid, fo2 becauſe they ſhall ſwner take effect 
at that time then any other,foz it is the man- 
ſion of perfect friendſhip. 

The tenth houſe is in Capricorn, and is 
called the hcnſe of kingdom, rule and office, 
t whatſoever pertaineth to power. M here⸗ 
foze, if thou wilt give foꝛth any pꝛecept oꝛ 
commandment, oꝛ bꝛing any pꝛovince oꝛ ci⸗ 
tin ſubjection, oꝛ attain get any rich king⸗ 
dom, oꝛ have to do with any judge, oꝛ take 
in hand the defence of the paz, o2 have con⸗ 
ference with great o2 noble men; all theſc 
things may happily and foꝛ :tunately be done 
the Sun o2 Moon being in this houſe , com- 


monlp called the houſe of Capricorn by the 


regular ozder, Aries being in the fir(t 
houſe, 

The eleventh 1s referred to Aquarius, 
and is the houſe of pꝛaiſe, of god fo2tune, 
the delight of f upiter, of ſervants and helpers 
in this manſion. It is god to ſet upon thine 
enemies, to get friends, to pꝛaiſe them by 
whom thou lookeſt foꝛ reward and gain; and 
finally to take in hand all things that we 
would have come well to pals. 

The molt evil and peſtilent houſe in a 
manner of all, is the the twelfth houſe, foz 
it is the manſton of enemies, pꝛiſons, la- 
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bours, miſeries, envy, murmurations, and 
beaſts, and is the end of life. In this hauſc 
let no aodneſls be looked foz, but let him 
take hed of impziſonment 62 fetters, the 
which (if he chance fo come inte this ſign) 
he ſhall be hardly dell vered out. Ind if that 
da urn the Loꝛd cf the hʒuſe, oꝛ Mais be there, 
it wozketh death and all kinde of miſchief. 
An thus ſucceſſively of all the other ſignes. 

Vitherto we have ſpoken of the nature 
and effects of the ſignes, in what things they 


being aſcendant , do help and further us. 


Now we will call to minde again ſome⸗ 
what which was fpckecn befo2e concerning 
the plancts ; about the which (as the mat⸗ 
ter dath require) we will not tarrp with 
long circumſtance, accoꝛding to the pꝛo⸗ 
verb, not minving to make an Elephant 
of a Fly; oza great matter of a lmall.

DO Aturnus whereſoever he beWozd of birth, 
doth dzaw the minde of theſe which are 
boꝛn under hin, having the bꝛiolc at liverty, 
to be hiah minded and ſtubboꝛn, to maltce, 
and to m. ny miſer ies x cal mitics. Yows 
beit he giveth faith and wildom ts per- 
ſwäde,

ſwade, and fo diſcern that which is juſt and 
true in all matters but in his own , in the 
which he (hall not be ſo cirtumſpect. He ſhall 
truſt much unto himſclf,and his own wit; 
a im ll catcr , but a larger dzinker; no2 
greatly aſfectioned towards his wife and 
childzen. 

Moꝛeover, he cauſsth the b3dy to be lean, 
cold, and D2y, filling it full of evil humozs, 
maketh paleneſs, bꝛingeth ſickneſs ſoon, 
and heapeth all diſeaſcs together; as the 
inflammattons of the lungs, with a ker⸗ 
vent ague , the dzopſte, the gout, the kings- 
evil, botchcs, and biles, falling of the hair, 
and blindneſs, falling ſickneſs, and finally, 
the whole ſeas and flood of naughty and vi · 
cious humoꝛs. He doth alſo cut off and ſhoꝛ⸗ 
ten the life, either in a moiſt place, oꝛ elſe in 
a ſtrange oz deſert place, out of his native 
country. It is alſo vary evil if Mercury do 
fall in the houle of Saturn, foꝛ he maketh an 
Inchanter, a conjurer, a ſcuthſaper, a truce- 
breaker, and an enemy cf his parents and 
bꝛethꝛen, and of all other men. 


| Jupiter Lord of the Birth. 
1 doth everywhers deſerve pꝛaiſe, 
foz there is no point of tounſel, wiſdont, 
1 know⸗ 
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knowledge, eloquence and beauty, which 
he doth not liberally miniſter and give; ſo 
that if you will deſcribe any god man, you 
may well faign him fo be a Jovial. And 
bꝛicfly, if thou vendicate unto him all ver⸗ 
tues and goodneſs, thou canſt not erre: Foz 
the Jo»ials be fully repleniſhed with all 
thoſe things, lo much leſs do they lack any 
thing. To what end ſhall J nerd to com- 
mend and pꝛaiſe their magnanimity, with 
their large honours and pꝛomotions; when, 
as J ſaid befoze, there is nothing found to 
be wanting e2 lacking in them 2? 


Mars Lord of the Birth. 


> Dntrariwiſe , Mars being naturallp c- 
vil,doth make them diſpoſed to all kind 
cf evil. And as we ſaid, there was nothing 
in Jupiter blame-wozthy ; ſo we do again 
pꝛonounce, that there is not fo great a mil⸗ 
chick, but that the Martialiſts dare boldly take 
in hand; noz none ſo foul a crime, wherewith 
thev are not contaminate and defiled. 

It is counted a hainous thing amonalt 
them, to be honeſt and god. And it is count⸗ 
ed a great vertue to rob, and ſteal, to kill, 
to burn, to lye, to dect ive, and delude. And 

| to 
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fs be ſhoꝛt, it is natural unto them to com- 


mitt all unlawful things. And if there be a⸗ 


ny thing moꝛe miſchievous then other, they 
think it lawful fo2 them to do it without 
ſhame o2 puniſhment. 


Venus I. ady of the Birth. 


The properties of Venus are ſo well 


known, that J ſhallnot ned to tand a- 
bout it with great cir cumſtances; neither 
do J ſee why lhe ſhould not be jopned with 
Jupiter. Fo2 unto all the effects and wozks 
to all the vertues and ſciences, and finally, 
to all the god things that Jupiter doth give, 
ſhe addeth ſplenvo2 and renown, and alſo ri⸗ 
of, and ſpectally if Jupiter be in any friend 
ly aſpect with her; o2 that Mercury be in 
conjunction with Saturn and Mars, her ſigni⸗ 
fication is well known. 


Mercury Lord of the Birth, 


to ſome Mercury ſemeth donbfful, 
god with the god, and evil with the 

vil. Howbett alone he is very god, in giving 
the dowꝛies of the wit oz diſpoſition, in the 
which he doth ercel Jupiter and Venus. As

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fo the ſoꝛts and kinds of ſciences and lear⸗ 
ning, they are ſo well known, that we chan 
not need to repeat them here again. 


The Sun with the Lord of the Birth. 


Ul that which is afoꝛeſaid of the goed 

planets, we would alſo have it under⸗ 
{t:od of the Sun. Foz he is aſſured of a good 
planet which hath him, J mean not Lo2d of 
the birth; foz that he is never. Likewiſe as 
the Moon being with the Loꝛd of the birth, 
ſemcth to me to be (as it were) a mean bes 
tween Mars and Venus, and therefoze keœp⸗ 
eth as it were a mean in the natural gikts. 
Bir if (he happen to eome in con mction 
with ] piter, Venus, and Mercury; who will 
not judge that man moſt happy:

He ſame eꝛder cf the ſignes is ob⸗ 
ſerved herein, that is in the artifict- 
al; foꝛ what ſign is aſcendant, cvecy 

planet ac coꝛding to the oꝛder is to be put in⸗ 
ts every h2uſe, As if Aries be the aſcendant 
of the birth⸗place, Aries in the firſt houſe, 
Taurus in the ſecond, Gemin in the third, 
and Cancer in the fourth. Ik the Sun be in 
Cancer, thou ſhalt place Cancer in the firſt 
houfe, Leo in the ſecond, Virgo in the third, 


| * Libra in the fourth, Scorpic in the fifth, Sa- 


oittarius in the ſixth , Capricorn in the ſe⸗ 
venth , which is oppſite to Cancer; and the 
other in their oꝛder as vou well know. 

But the Lo2dſhip and governours of the 
ſignes is clean pꝛepoſterous and contrary to 
that which is alledged of Ermicus ; fo here 
onely rsſpect1s had to the Loꝛd of the aſcen⸗ 
dant, and after him the other planets in 
cach hauſc are to be placed accoꝛding ts 
their natural ozder. 
| Any 
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And in this onely it agreeth with the ar⸗ 
tificial, that the Lo2d of the aſcendant is 
placed with the aſcendant of the other pla⸗ 
nets:there 1s no o2der but onely the natural 
o2der. As fo2 cxample, I defire to ercc a ft- 
gure of Nativity, the Sun being in Aries. J 
know the oꝛder of the houſes. J will ſet in 
the firſt Houſe Aries, in the ſecond Taurus, 
in the eighth Scorpio, in the ninth Sagittari- 
us, in the tenth Capricorn, in the eleventh 
Aquarius, in the twelfth Piſces. And the ſigns 
being thus ſet, is almoſt the whole oꝛder ol 
them which judge by the Horoſcope. 

Now followeth the oꝛder of the planets. 
Firſt of all J appoint to the Lozdflip of A- 
ries, Mars; fo2 he is Loꝛd of the ſigne : to 
the ſecond houſe J aſcribe the Sun . to the 
third Venus, to the fourthMercury,to the fifth 
the Moon, to the ſixth Saturn, fo the ſeventh 
Jupiter, fo the eighth Mars, to the ninth the 
Sun, to the tenth Venus, to the eleventh Mer- 
cury, to the twelfth the Moon. 

Thus yon ſee the Lo2d of the aſcendant 
onely, except all other planets, to be placed 
ac coꝛding to their natural oꝛder. J would 
not that any man ſhould underſtand me 
herein, that when I ſpeak of the aſcendant, 


that J mean the aſccndant of the houre oz 
Horoſcope

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Horoſcope, but of the ſigne in which the Sun 
is at that time. | 
Likcwiſe, in the ſecond revolution, thou 
ſhalf ſet Saturn in the firſt houſe, and ſhall be 
the Loꝛd of life at the age of 13 pers. In 
the ſecond houſe Jupiter, and accoꝛding to 
his nature judge the ſubſtance of the childe. 
To the third houſe adde Mars, and by him 
judge concerning bꝛethꝛen and kindꝛed, and 
ſhoꝛt journeys. To the fourth houſe the Sur, 
and acco2ding to his nature have reſpect to 
the parents and inheritance at 16 pers of 
age. And by this example you may raiſe fo 
any man a like revolution , and perceive 
thcrebp what ſhall happen verly. Foz this 
honſe doth not ſignific that ſhoꝛt revolution 
whercin the Sun is everp two hours, but a 
ycrly revolution: wherefoze we have added 
a revolution, ftretching to 84 pcers accoz- 
ding to the alcendant in Aries, but if that as 
ny other ſigne be aſcendant, you mult foꝛm 
another revolution, but accoꝛding to the type 
02 rule. If thou wilt judge of childꝛen, look 
to the fifth hauſc. Foz ſickneſs, ſmall beaſts, 
oꝛ ſervants, behold the ſirth houſe. Foz mar⸗ 
riages and open enemies, the ſeventh houſe. 
Fo?2 death und inheritance by dead men, and 
ſuch kinde of things, give judgement by 
the 
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the eighth houſe , and ſo likcwil c of all the 
other heules. Neither do J underſtand and 
perceive tah-<t either cut v2 can be further 
ſpoken c2 ſaid herein. The ſum ok this art is 
to know the naturcs of the lignes and pla⸗ 
nets, and then to erect a figure, and to erer⸗ 
ciſe th it which you have read. P2ove it who 
will, and he (hall ſer it not anelp agree with 
the artificial ; but allo fs2 fo excel it, as 
well foz the eaſineſs, as alſo fo; the certain⸗ 
ty f the ſeme. 

Thou ſeſt (as we ſid bcfoze in our p26- 
fate, x now again without (hue ) that there 
is nothing ſo much to be taken herd of, as a 
few things which arc taken cut ol the arti- 
fictal. Aeither is it unknown that Liec hren- 


bei gius, the beſt learned of his time in natu⸗ 


ral Mathematical ſtiences, by this onely 
Art to have made all the Aſtronomers aſto⸗ 
nied, and to have wꝛought ſtrange things. 
TA hercfoꝛe it ſhauld ſom very evil, ik that 
we ſhould ſuffer the learning x cunning ol 
ſuch a man to be obſcured + kept cloſe , fo: 
theſe cur doings we have d2awn out of him. 
T herefoꝛe we are the leſs to be blamed il 
that we have not ſatisfied every mans mind, 
except vsu will count it fanlt-wo:thy, that 


we have expounded and ſet out other mens 


good 
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good wonke, nnto the poſterities, and pzefer 
them befoze cur own. The which thing if 
it be cul pable, who is then witheut ame 
o2 rerzaach, corn they which are counted 
beſt learned in this time and ſeaſen 2 Ae 
habe added hercunte a fian'e of the revolu⸗ 
tien; he that will knzv; the other revolutys 
enz, let him read the Tables following.
